When the Army of the Potomac was reorganized in 
March, 1864, the First Corps was consolidated with the 
Fifth, and the Third with the Sixth. @G. O. No. 10, 
Headquarters, Army of the Potomac, March 24, 1864, 
prescribes the union of the badges of the consolidated 
corps, to be worn by the men belongiag to the corps 
whose numbers were dropped; the First and Third. 
The Twentieth Corps was consolidated with the Elev- 
enth, April 18, :864. The Twentieth adopted its 
badge. 

For the badges of the Eighth, Sixteenth, and 
Twenty seventh Corps, Hancock’s Veterans, Sheri- 
dan’s and Wilson’s Cavalry Corps and Frontier Cavalry, 
the Engineer and Pontonier Corps, no orders were 
sued. The Thirteenth and Twenty first Corps never 
adopted badges. The Fourth Corps, which was com- 
manded by General E. D. Keyes, was discontinued, 
Aug. 1, 1868, before the aduption of a badge. The 
Seventh Corps, which served in the Department of Vir- 
ginia, and was commanded by Major-General John A. 
Dix, was discontinued, Aug. 1, 1863, and was quite 
different from the Seventh, which served in the Depart- 
ment of Arkansas. General Townsend gives these facts 
in his interesting volume, as well as legends concerning 
the origin of several badges. 








THE STORY OF CHINESE GORDON. 

Tue Story of Chinese Gordon,* by A. Egmont Hake, 
f not a critical narrative, is certainly a most interesting 
one, and, altogether, the most complete account we 
have yet had of the adventurous life of this officer uf 
the English Royal Engineers, whose story is familiar, at 
least in part, to every reader of contemporary history. 
We do not know how far this work is to be classed with 
the “flattering tales” which Mr. Hake has already 
given us; we must not inquire too closely into the 
methods of an author whose first object is to interest 
bis readers. Making due allowance for this possibility, 
here is sufficient in the volume to show that ‘‘ Chinese 
Gordon” is a man of the heroic order. He has chosen 
for his example, his biographer tells us, the highest of 
all types—that presented in the history of Christ. 
“This example Charles Gordon has fullowed perhaps as 
closely as mortal may do. His one aim in life has been 
to do his duty, and that: without incurring the penalty 
of fame, the displeasure of being called a hero. He 
has always abhorred publicity, he has never courted re- 
nown; yethe is among the most renowned of mep, 
and to the people of three continents his name is 
almost a household word. A lieutenant of engineers ir 
1852, he is now a major general in the service of his 
own country, a Mandarin of the highest order in the 
service of China, and a pacha in the service of the 
Porte.” He is the one who has had “greatness thrust 
upon him,” and who has, with rare disinterestedness, 
Over and again declined rewards that were freely of- 
— content with the belief that he had done his 
How he haffled the sincere and earnest efforts of the 
Chinese Government to bestow pecuniary aad other re- 
wards upon him is described by Mr. Hake. When the

explained by the fact that, at the capture of Soochow, 
the Chinese leaders had placed him in the position most 
trying of all to an honorable soldier, that of violating his 
taith plighted to an enemy. The rebel Wangs, who 
had surzendered to him on his pledge of protection, 
were, without his knowledge, butchered with every cir- 
cumstance of barbarity. Describing this event, his 
biographer says: ‘It is not to be wondered at that Gor- 
don was enraged beyond bounds; it is not surprising 
that, for the first time during the war, he armed him- 
self and went out to seek the life of an enemy.” He took 
a revolver and sought the Governur’s quarters, fully re- 
solved to do justice on his body. Li, however, went 
into hiding, and though Gordon was ‘* hot and instant 
in his trace,” he never came up wita‘him. An explana- 
tion recei v d later somewhat lessened the offence, and 
in the end Gordon and Li-Hung-Chang were once more 
fast friends. Gordon accepted the ‘‘ yellow jacket,” 
which he describes in one of his letters as a regular Chi- 
nese distinction with which some tweuty Mandarins 
have been decorated ; it constitutes the recipient one of 
the Emperor’s body guard. Later on, Prince Kung, 
then regent of China, personally waited upon Sir Fred- 
erick Bruce to say: ‘* We donot know what to do; he 
will not receive money from us, and we have already 
given him every honor which it isin the power of the 
Emperor to bestow ; but as these can be of little value 
in his eyes, I have brought you this letter aud ask you 
to give it to the Queen of England that she may bestow 
on him some reward which would be most valuable io 
his eyes.” This letter, which set forth in the most 
charming manner Gordon’s services to China, and on 
behalf of frieudly intercourse between here and Eng- 
land, never reached the War Office in England. The 
fate not unusual with official communications overtook 
it; it was pigeon-holed at the foreign office. So when 
some months later Gordon presented himself to the 
Minister for War, he seemed hardly to have heard of 
his name, and to know nothing of his successes in 
China. 

At home again, Gordonsettled down to the routine 
of his profession. ‘‘ His life at Gravesend was one of 
self-suppression and self-denial yet, to him, ‘ one of hap- 
piness and pure peace.’” He lived wholly for others. 
‘*His house was school, hospital, almshouse in turun— 
was more like the abode of a missionary than of a Col- 
onel of Engineers. The troubles of all interested him 
alike. The poor, the sick, the unfortunate, were ever 
welcome, and never did suppliant knock vainly at bis 
dour. He always took a great delight in children, but 
especially in boys employed on the river or the sea. 
Many he rescued from the gutter, cleansed them and 
clothed them, and kept them for weeks in his home. 
For their benefit he established evening classes, over 
which he himself presided, reading to and teaching the 
lads with as much ardor as if he were leading them to 
victory.” . . « ** The light in which ha was 
held by these lads was shown by inscriptions in chalk 
on the fences. A favorite legend was ‘God bless the 
Kernel!’ So full did his classes at length become, that 
his house would not hold them and they had to be 
given up. Then it was that he attended and taught at 
the ragged schools, and it was a pleasant thing to watch 
the attention with which his wild scholars listened to 
his words.” ‘‘He hada great number of medals, for 
which he cared nothing. There was a gold one, how- 
ever, given him by the Empress of China, with a special 
inscription engraved upon it, for which he had a great 
liking. But it suddenly disappeared; no one knew 
where or how. Years afterwards it was found out, by 
a curious accident, that Gordon had erased the inscrip. 
tion, sold the medal for ten pounds, and sent the sum 
anonymously to Canon Miller for the relief of the suf 
ferers from the cotton famine at Manchester. Thus he 
spent the next six years of his life: in slums, hospitals 
and workhouse, or knee-deep in the river at work upon 
the Thames defence.” 

In 1871 Gordon was appointed British Commissioner 
to the European Commission of the Danube. Then in 
1874 followed his service with the Khedive, whose 
offer of £10,000 a year Gordon rejected, refusing to ac- 
cept more than £2,000, the sum he had received as 
English Commissioner, and which he considered suffi- 
cient to pay his expenses. As Governor General of the 
Soudan, he acquired that experience of Egyptian affairs 
which is now compelling his employment to meet the 
crisis which El Mahdi has precipitated upon Egypt. 
“IT am neither a Napoleon nor a Colbert,” was his reply 
to some one who spoke to him of his work in the Sou- 


dan ; “‘I do not profess either to have been a great ruler 
or a great financier; but this I can say—I have cut off 
the slavedealers in their strongholds, and I made the 
people love me.” He justified Ismail’s description of 
him eight months before. ‘They say I do not trust 
Englishmen,” said the old Khedive; “do I mistrust 
Gordon Pacha? That is an honest man; an adminis- 
trator, not a diplomatist.” The people with whom he 
dealt were amazed by his daring, his firmness, and his 
irresistible energy. Everywhere the cry, ‘‘ the Pacha 
is coming,” became a signal tor action. At such a pace 
did he traverse the continent he ruled, that his camels, 
which, under another rider, could have gone for ten 
days, gave in at the sixth. More than once, when the 
sun was at its fiercest, they dropped dead beneath him: 
he took a new mount and rode on. 

Gordon’s next appointment was the comparatively 
humble one of private secretary to Lord Ripon, Viceroy 
of India, which he accepted ‘‘in the spirit in which he 
would accept aay station in life, high or humble, pro- 
vided that out of it good might come. And the world 
took it for granted that he went as something more than 
@ mere secretary.” But he repented as soon as he had 
accepted the appointment, finding himself wholly out 
of place, and his resignation followed immediately. 


Next he was summoned to China, where war with 
Russia was imminent, and his advice was needed by 
his old friend, Li-Hung-Chang, who, on his arrival, 
‘* fell on his neck and kissed him.” The advice he gave 
China was to leave her jong used military organization 
intact, and arm her men with breechloaders. China’s 
power being in her numbers, in the mobility of her 
troops, whose wants are few, and their baggage small, 
she should avoid pitched battles, trusting to quick 
movements, cutting off baggage trains, ond ts night at- 
tacks not pushed home—in a continuous worrying of 
her enemies. Few guns, if any, should be taken to 
impede the march, rockets being used instead of can- 
non. Infgntry fire is the most fatal fire, he urged; 
guns make a noise far out of proportion to their value 
in war. Forts should never be attacked, but wait 
and starve the foe out. Mortars should be used to de- 
fend the seacoast instead of big guns, one of which 
would cost as much as five hundred mortars. ‘‘ No 
euemy could get into a port which is defended by fif- 
teen thousand large mortars and plenty of torpedoes. 
For the Chinese fleet, small, quick vessels, with very 
light draught of water and not very great weight of 
armor, were recommended. As for officers for the 
fleet, he advised China to think what nation there is 
who would be likely to be good friends with China iu 
good weather and bad weather (Query, the United 
States ?]; and then ask that nation to lend her the offi- 
cers she wauts for her fleet. This advice was followed 
to the letter. ‘*The armies of China are of Gordon’s 
making; and in wars yet to be the spirit of her Ever- 
Victorious General will still be her guidance.” The 
service Gordon rendered China in suppressing the Tai- 
— rebellion gave her just ground for confidence in 

m. 


The secret of Gurdon’s success, in the judgment of 
his biographer, lies in the fact that he was ‘the 
Cross’s true soldier.” A mystic and a leader of men, he 
fought and conquered much as Columbus voy: 

as Cromwell ruled. He was a man of the Stonewall 
Jackson type, whose confidence wasin prayer. ‘On 
this,” he said on one occasion, ‘‘I have my hopes of a 
triumphant march to Frascher. I have really no troops 
with me, but I have the Shekinah and I do like trust- 
ing to him and not to men.” In this spirit he has gone 
forth on a second journey to Khartoum, which place, 
in the opinion of General Stone, he will never reach 
alive. ithout an army, and attended only by a small 
escort, he ventures intoa country turbulent with revolt, 
to meet an enemy flushed with victory. 

Another secret of Gordon’s success is his possession 
of that clearness of vision which comes from singleness 
of purpose and fr'edom from self. Nothing so bewil- 
ders a man’s mind and misleads his judgment as the 
contemplation of bis own little ambitions and interests, 
when in great enterprises. ‘The rebel army is my 
meat and drink,” exclaimed Hooker to Slocum, one 
evening as they sat together in his tent in Virginia; 
‘‘God Almighty cannot take it from me to-morrow.” 
Night fell, and day dawned upon the field of Chancel- 
lorsville and the tragedy which followed this rash 


To the moral qualities noted are added, in Gordon’s 
case, an amazing activity, an indomitable energy and 
perseverance, and a cool courage which secure the con- 
fidence of his followers. Inu China the native soldi 
served him with entire devotion, and had implicit fai 
in the result of operations which he personally 
conducted. They believed him to have a charmed life. 
He had a habit which especially impressed them, of 
appearing suddenly, wholly unattended, in the hottest 
part of the fire, armed only with his rattan stick, which 
thus came to be regarded as the talisman of victory. 
He never wore a sword, and only a quiet undress-uni- 
form; in marked contrast to his American predecesso1 
Ward and Burgoviue, who were strapped, armed, an 
booted, like theatrical | anditti. But Gordon was a pro- 
fessional soldier, while the Americans were mere sol- 





diers of fortune, mg | for pay and plunder. 
Gordon’s service in China commenced at the tine of 
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the Anglo-French expedition, and his subsequent em - 
ena earde | China was due to the exceptional knowl- 
edge he had acquired of the people and the country. by 
close study in intervals of leisure. In his subsequent 
military operations against the rebels, he had the 
advantage of knowing the country in which he 
was 0 ing as thoroughly as General Sher- 
man did that through which he conducted his 
operation to Atlanta and beyond. Gordon had been 
employed a few years before in surveying and mapping, 
precisely that portion of country in which his future 
operations were carried on. He knew every feature of 
it better than any other person, native or foreign—far 
better even than the rebels who had overrun it and been 
in partial possession for years. 

The manner in which he led the so-called “Ever Vic- 
torious Army” from one success to another, unt]! he had 
cleared the . peaeraan of Kiangsu and the course of the 
Grand Canal of the presence of the Taiping rebels, 
has been told in ‘‘Wilson’s Ever Victorious Army” and 
in numerous press reports, but it acquires fresh interest 
from the narrative of Mr. Hake, who, as a cousin of his 
hero, had exceptional advantages in acquiring a know- 
ledge of his character and history.

COMMODORE CONNER. 
PARKER'S ‘‘ RECULLECTIONS OF A NAVAL OFFICER.” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 


My attention has been arrested by the unfavorable 
tone of Capt. Parker’s book to my father, the late Com- 
modore Conner. 

I may return to further consideration of this volume 
at a future time; for the present, it is sufficient to say 
that Commodore Conner was not unwilling to attack 
the Castle of San Juan d’Ulloa, as Capt. Parker, fol- 
lowing Admiral Farragut, represents. On the con- 
trary, my father gave the subject deep and careful con- 
sideration, and would gladly have assailed the fortress 
if the Government had given him sufficient means. To 
this end, be not only sent the Navy Department an esti. 
mate of the force requisite in his opinion, but, more- 
over, offered to make the attempt with what force the 
Government might deem sufficient(1). Furthermore, 
he informed the Secretary of the Navy that he would 
be prepared to take alvantage of any opportunity for a 
surprise that might offer(2). But, the Department dis- 
tinctly informing Commodore Conner that it did not 
consider the force he had at all sufficient for the 
attempt(3) (an opinion in which, from actual observa- 
tion, he was ‘‘constrained "(4) to agree), he of couise 
was precluded from making any regular attack, with 
said force, without first receiving a special order 80 to 
do; but that order never came, and, the Department 
not sending to Commodore Conner a force deemed by 
it sufficient, a mere naval attack was not made. 

The fact is, the Government had fully investigated 
the matter and had decided that the proper manner of 
assailing the castle was by acombined military and 
nava: expedition. 

In regard to Capt. Parke’s. estimate of my father’s 
character, viz., that he wasaman wanting in moral 
courage (p. 53), all I have to say is that Capt. Parker 
is mght—provided moral courage consists in obedience 
to popular clamor ; but if, on the contrary, it consists in 
doing that which one thinks right in spite of abuse ané 
vitupera' ion—then he is utterly wrong. 

Captain Parker has written a pleasant book, humorous 
and otherwise entertaining ; as forthat partof it relative to 
the Mexican War, to gauge its value, otherwise than an 
amusing brochure, one must bear in mind that its opin- 
ions, ag he himself says, are but those of a “ young 
midshipman” (p. 101), a reminder which does high 
credit to Captain Parker's acuteness, modesty, caution 
and maturer judgment; for although the opinions of 
boyhood can never rank as of the highest value, still, 
when so fairly apologized for, they may ever command 
our kindest consideration. 

But there are yet extant some opinions regarding m 
father’s character and conduct that are of the highest 
value: from these I will give two, as they touch both 
the question of moral courage and professional ability. 
It must be noticed that both were given after the termi- 
nation of Commodore Conner’s term of command, hence 
they are verdicts upon it. 

If any officer’s opinion of Commodore Conner is worth 
having it is that of Commodore Tattnall, a commander 
in rank, at the time of the Mexican War, and the in- 
trepid leader of the flotilla attached to my father’s 

uadron. In a letter to the New Orleans Delta, dated 

- Rwy 1847, Captain Tattnall thus expressed himeelf : 
** With respect to Commodore Conner, he is worthy of 
his country and of the service; his reputation requires 
no support from me or from others: but I must be ex- 
cused, under present circumstances, in saying that I 
have always entertained for him the very highest re- 
gard both as an officer and « gentleman, and I have 
much ee to observe in portions of the public 
press, strictures and complaints relative to his late com- 
mand in the Gulf, which have constituted a 
wrong. not merely to one who was faithfully and mer’- 
toriously serving his country, but an injury to the navel 
service.” And then, in accordance with Captain Tatt- 
nall’s views regarding my father, as verbally expressed 
in an interview, the editor of the Delta writes: ‘ His 
(Tattnall’s) zealous and lucid defence of the character 
and conduct of his veteran superior and brother officer, 
upon whose apparent lassitude and inaction the public 
had indulged in some strictures, convinced us that we, 
in common with other persons, judging too hastily

to the services and merits of Commodore Conner. A 
proud sensitiveness, with somewhat of the stoical in- 
difference, cool_self.possession and moral courage of 
the strict disciplinarian, expossd Commodore Conner 
to much misconstruction and misrepresentation, both 
among the officers of the fleet and among the people of 
the country, from which a little more facility and less 
pride would have protected him. But certainly this 
dissatisfaction ought to give way to admiration of the 
ogee debarkation of our troops at Vera Cruz, so 
skilfully effected under the direction of Commodore 
Conner. Many of the arrangements in regard to the 
investment and bombardment of the city and castle 
were also made by him. So much of Commodore 
Conner, to whom, we trust, the people will not be slow 
to accord that honor and consideration, which a full 
knowledge of what he has done in his difficult and 
embarrassing situation, will no doubt satisfy them he 
is justly entitled to.” 

© man’s opinion is more valuable than that of the 
Hon. John Y. Mason, Secretary of the Navy in the 
period referred to; he speaksthus: ‘‘A braver man 
never served in the Navy than Commodore Conner ; 
and with a knowledge oi bis inadequate means and the 
terrible consequences which would have resulted from 
a failure, I cixefully examined his operations in the 
Gulf, and must say that my good opinion of him as an 
officer remains unimpaired.” (5.) . 

In conclusion, I must add that the disparaging tone 
of Captain Parker’s book towards my father surprises 
me. ad it been written in 1846 it might be pardoned, 
as other publications of the kind, on the plea of un- 
avoidable ignorance; but at this day, with Semmes’s 
“Service Afloat and Ashore,” together with the full 
reports of the Navy Department open and accessible to 
anyone it is evident that Captain Parker’s forte 1s 
narration, not investigation.

It does justice to all concerned; en- 
courages re-enlistment, and will (should it become a law) 
attract to the Service desirable men for appointment to 
the position of non-commissioned officers, besides devel-

—primarily desertion—and they are as fine a body of men, 
take them as a whole, as a mao would wish to seo.” 
The Leavenworth Times says: *‘ An effort will be made du- 
ring the present session of Congress to obtain an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 for improvements at Fort Leavenworth. and 
it is to be hoped the effort will be successful. Fort Leaven- 
worth isa permanent and one of the most beautiful posts of 
the Army. It is not uolikely that at no far distant day the 
headquarters of the Division of the Missouri will be moved 
here from Chicago, making it what it really is, the most im- 
portant military station in the United States. ‘The buildings 
already erected there, especially those put uo ia later years, 
during the command of Col. Otis, are all of a durable and 
nandsome, though unpretentious, character, and we would 
like to see more added to them.”

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THE PHILADELPHIA SHIP BUILDERS, 


Ix an article on the Navy-yard in Philadelphia, the Ledger 
of that city refers with pride to Philadelphia’s long succes- 
sion of ship builders, whose record goes far back beyond the ! 
War of the Revolution. It recalls the fact that in 1781 a 
Philadelphia privateer, the Congress, Capt. Barney, cap- 
tured a British man-of-war, and Oapt. Barney, as well as 
Biddle, Decatur Truxton, and others of our early naval 
peroes, won their first honors in Philadelphia privateers, 
“Qld Ironsides” himself, Commodore Stewart, was taken 
from a merchantman to begin his long and glorions naval 


reer 

— 1797 the frigate United States was built in a private 
shipyard, called even then the “United States Ship 
yard,” in Sc yuthwark, near the site afterwards bought by the 
Government , the Guerriere was built there in 1793, and the 
name then changed to ‘'The Naval Yard.” Humphreys, 
famous as 2 constructor of naval ships, father of Gen. Hum- 
phreys. who died lately in Washington, and Meyers, the 
blacksmith, who msde forgings at his shop at Christian and 
Swanson, both worked for the Government before it had a 
yard of its own, and afterwards entered its service, as did 
their sons. In 1800 the 74-gun ship Franklin was begun on 
the ground bought in 1801 by the United States, although 
she was not launched until 1815. In 1820 the North Caro- 
lina was launched there, and in 1821 the Dolphin was 
launched fully rigged, and in one month sailed in perfect 
order. The Penn: sylvania, begun ia 1817, was not launched 
till 1837, and the Dale, the Mississippi, the Raritan, the 
Princeton, the Germantown, the Susquehanna, Kane's ship 
the Arctic, the Wabash, the Lancaster, the Wyoming, the 
Pawnee, the Tnscarore, Miami, Juniata, Monongahela, 
Shenandoah, Taconey, Kansas, Yantic, the ironclad Tona- 
wanda, the Swatara, the Neshaminy, the screw-propeller 
Congress, the Omaha, the Quionebaugh, finished by the 
Cramps, and the Antietam, begun in 1864 and launched in 
1875, made up the list of large craft built at the old Phila- 
delphia Navy-yard. Besides the thirty-five vessels built there 
during its existence of seventy-five years, plenty of other 
good work was turned ont.

In conclusion, the Ledger says : 

The oli Philadelphia traditions of good material and good 
work have not only been preserved and transmitted, but 
they have attracted here to the banks of the Delaware 
Roach, with his buge business at Chester, and Gorringe, at 
Richmond, with more New York capital, to utilize the ship- 
yard so planned by the Reading Railroad for its fleet of col- 
liers. Only the Government can afford to forget that its 
Navy won its first honors in Philadelphia-built vessels, and 
that its whole story is full of credit to its Philadelphia yard. 
Only the Government is unable to measure the advantages 
of such a site for iron or steel ships as that at League Island, 
the gift of the city of Philadelphia, and to refuse the gradual 
expenditure of enough money to put it in a suitable condi- 
tion for nse. Philadelphia is much better able to do with- 
out the Navy-yard than the Navy Department without Phil- 
edelphia.

WORK OF THE REVENUE MARINE. 


In his annual re 
port for 1883 the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury makes the following references to the Saccaen Marine : 


The service contin

= a number 38, have cruised during the fiscal year

proper authn of which 2,240 have veen seized, or reported to the 
orities, tor violating the law in some respect, In 


relief work they have been particularly efficient, having assisted 
224 vessels in distress, which, with their cargoes, aggregated in 
values $4,885,175, and on board which were 2,497 persons. Sixty 
people have been picked out of the water and saved from drown- 
ing. One revenue steamer alone assisted 76 merchantmen, val- 
ued, with their cargoes, at $1,493,020. 

Prominent amongst the special work of this service are its co- 
operation with the Marine Hospital Service in maintaining the 
national quarantine against the cholera and yellow fever at the 
entrance to the Chesapeake Bay and in the waters of the Gulf of 
Mexico, five of the vessels participating ia the duty; the render- 
ing of assistance to the Light House Establishment and to the 
Life-Saving Service, and the conveyance for the Navy Depart- 
ment of presents, provided by Congress, to the [chuktchis Indi- 
ans, in Siberia. 

The revenue steamer Corwin, under the law providing for the 
use of revenue steamers in protecting the seal fisheries and the 
Government's interests generally in Alaska, has cruised exten- 
sively in the northernmost waters of the country. While in the 
Arctic, her commander, Capt. Healy, by boat expeditions in Au- 
gust last, made a partial exploration of a hitherto unknown river 
of Alaska, and delineated the shores of a large lagoon. 

The reports show the gratifying fact that under the vigilant 
cruising of the revenue cutters in Alaskan waters, the illicit sell- 
ing to the natives of firearms and spirits by the masters of law- 
less trading vessels, has much fallen off, these operations being 
now confined principally to the Siberian coast. 

The rebuilding on Lake Erie, of iron, of the revenue steamer 
Fessenden, authorized by Congress in 1882, has been completed, 
and the vessel, one of the finest of the fleet, placed upon her 
station. The two small steam vessels authorized by Congress 
for harbor duty at Galveston and Mobile have also been provided, 
and are about to be put on active duty. Four vessels of tha Ser- 
vice have been provided with new boilers and somewhat exten 
sively repaired in the hulls. The revenue steamer Rush, at San 
Francisco, is in need of a new boiler and very general repairs to 
hull and machinery. It is believed that the better policy would 
be to build a new bull, and accordiugly the sum of $90,000 has 
been included in the estimates for this purpose. 

I renew the recommendations of two former reports that 
$75,000 be appropriated for a new vessel, of iron, for duty on the 
Southern coast, to replace one now worn out and not worth re- 
pairing. 

IT also renew the recommendation that provision be made for a 
vessel specially adapted to cruising in Arctic waters, The Cor- 
win, now engaged in this duty, will soon peed considerable re- 
pairs, She is, besides, too limited in coal-carrying capacity for 
the long reaches involved in her cruising, this defect often cum- 
pelling her to turn back from important work and seek port for 
fuel, Ino view of the unorganized condition, as well as the grow- 
ing importance, of this great Territory, whose protection in 
almost the whole extent of its coast line, is now devolved upon 
the vessels of the Revenue Marine, anew steamer specially de- 
signed for the work is demanded, and the attention of Congress 
is earnestly invited to the subject. The expenses of this service 
for the fiscal year last past were $853,553.83.

In order to prove that I know whereof I 
speak, I will relate a little practical experiense, A few years 
ago I was in a vessel (loaded with guanofrom Callao, Peru), 
which was running before a living gale of wind off Cape 
Horn in the dead of winter, about the 4th of July. You 
know, in that region, it is summer now. To use a poetical 
figure of speech, the seas were ‘‘ running mountains high,” 


force old Nick Neptnne, I should say, could command. Our 
Cuptain, becoming very uneasy about his ship, concluded, 
as a last resort, to try the experiment of stilling the waves 
with oil. Procuring some of the cook’s ‘‘ duff” bags, he 
filled them with common lamp oil, and, after puncturing 
small holes in the canvas oilers, threw them over the stern 
with lines attached. 

No sooner had the oleaginous finid commenced to leak 
than the sea ceased to boil and rage, just as though it had 
been beaten down by a heavy shower of rain or hail, and in 
a most miraculous manuer lamp oil became the antidote to 
turmoil. 

The safety of the ship being now secured, she glided safe- 
ly and swiftly through the trackless ocean without receiving 
the slightest damage thereafter.

THE GREELY RELIEF EXPEDITION. 


Tue two houses of Congress are in a snarl over the 
Greely Relief bill. The democratic house voted an 
unlimited appropriation for the expedition, and pro- 
vided that it should be officered and manned from the 
Navy under the orders of the Secretary. The repubit- 








can Senate amended so as to require that only volun- 
teers should be sent. The Conference Committee 
accepted the House bill, but the Senate, on Thursday, 
refused to agree to the conference report by a vote of 
27 nays to 25 yeas. The debate in the Senate was 
characterized by a sharp attack upon Secretary Chand- 


power of the Secretary of the Navy to order any man 
to go on such an expedition, which was entirely outside 
of the line of his duty. Mr. Saulsbury was unwilling 
to give the Secretary of the Navy power to punish any 
officer, if he saw fit, by compelling him to go on such a 
dangerous service. He did not know that the Secretary 
would be actuated by any such feeling as would lead 
him to order officers on the expedition agaiust their 
will, or a8 a punishment; but he did know that such 
things had been done, and that officers had lost their 
lives in obeying such orders. He remembered the case 
of a Lieutenant who was forced to lake command of a 
vessel against his protest that the vessel was unsea- 
worthy, and who went down with his ship. Mr. Hale 
had read from the desk a letter from Secretary Chand- 
ler opposing the amendment restricting the personnel of 
the expedition to volunteers. It was, he said, an ex- 
traordinary theory that officers of the Navy should be 
permitted to retire from danger. Any officer who, in 
an emergency like the present, would decline to go to 
the relief of the Greely party, ought not to be allowed 
to remain in the Navy. Mr. Ingalls made a spirited 
attack on the Senate conferees. It would be a refresh- 
ing novelty, he exclaimed, if the Senate should for once 
insist upon the measure it preferred. There had not 
been an important amendment made by the Senate toa 
House bill in two years that had not been receded from 
by the Senate Conference Committees. It was time 
this thing should stop. 

Mr. Plumb suggested that it might be well tofdetail the 
officers who are to join the expedition, but the rank and file, 
he thought, ought to be composed of volunteers. The offi- 
cers always received all the credit and fame on such occa- 
sions and the men none. Mr. Miller, of California, strongly 
defended the report of the conferees, and Mr. Frye asserted 
that most so-called forlorn hopes manned by volunteers had 
turned out failures. In four cases out of five, he added, the 
right kind of men for the proposed service could not be got 
under the voluuteer system. 

Mr. Saulsbury announced himself as still unconverted to 
the opinion of the House and that of the majority of the 
conference committee. He resented the interference on the 
part of the Secretary of the Navy in ‘‘ telegraphing ” to the 
House to defeat the will of the Senate, as soon as the Senate 
had agreed upon the proposition to send volunteers only, 
Mr. McPherson favored the rejection of the conference re- 
port. He hoped the Senate would not concur init. The 
provision in the bill which authorized the President or the 
Secretary of the Navy to expend an unlimited amount of 
money in fitting out this expedition, was one which, for 
ys —_— audacity and bold impudence,” was without a 
riva 

Mr. McPherson said: It was a matter unheard of to ap- 
propriate an unlimited amount of money and virtually give 
the Secretary of the Navy power to expend it as he pleased, 
while Congress was in session and able to vote any addi- 
tional sum required. It would not be difficult to ascertain 
the amount needed quickly. In 1880 it did not take the 
Secretary of the Navy two days to ascertain, by telegraphing 
to the Pacific Coast, what was needed. Uuder the provi- 
sions of the bill, as it now stood, the Secretary might give 
some more favored contractor a commission to build a fleet 
of vessels to send tothe North Pole. Being reminded by 
Mr. Allison of the fact that the bill originated in a Demo- 
cratic House, Mr. McPherson rather hotly replied that he 
didn’t care whether it did or not. He held his commission 
from the people of New Jersey, and to them alone he was 
responsible. 

Mr. Hale declared with some feeling that this was not a 
bill of the Secretary of the Navy. It was the work of the 
House, before a committee of which both the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy appeared to give their 
views as to the best way to relieve Greely and his party. 
The Secretary of the Navy had no interest in the bill, other 
than that which belonged to an honorable, high-minded and 
efficient public officer. 

The motion to appoint a new conference committee was 
agreed to without a dissenting vote, and a committee ap- 
pointed by the chair, consisting of Messrs. Hale, Sherman 
and Saulsbury. Later in the day Mr. McPherson introdused 
a bill, the same in substance as that which is now under 
consideration, but which restricts the amount to be expended 
to $500,000. 

Meanwhile, a despatch from St. John’s, N. F., announces 
the sale to the Government of the Newfoundland i 
steamer Bear for the coming Expedition.

were awarded to the foreign and Colonial governments, 
The United States heads the list with forty-nine gold, 
forty-seven silver and twenty-nine bronze medals, and 
twenty-four diplomas, equal to more than one-fifth of 
the entire number awarded. The special feature in the 
American awards is the large percentage of gold medals 
received, these being nearly double those of any other 
country and constituting more than a fourth of the en- 
tire number. Norway ranks second on the list with 
twenty-eight gold medals; Sweden third, with twenty- 
seven, and Canada fourth with seventeen. 

In addition to medals and diplomas, seven special 
money prizes were awarded to American exhibitors, 
and a large number of awards were given to English 
agents for American canned products exhibited by them 
in the English department. A noteworthy feature of 
the United States exhibit was the interesting displays 
made by the different departments of the Government in- 
cluding the Fish Commission, National Museum, Life- 
Saving Service, Lighthouse Board, and Signal Service, 
each of which called forth much favorable comment and. 
received the highest award.

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THE NAVY RATION. 
‘Inez recent publication of a misleading statement 
concerning the Navy ration, prompts us to call specific 
attention to this subject again. We are served with 
an imposing array of seven varieties of ration, the im- 
plication being that there is thus a change for each day 
in the week. Accritical inspection will show that this 
variety is caused by very slight changes and that is 
is more in name than in fact. The following is the ra. 
tion table by which pay officers are governed in mak- 
ing their issues : 

Sunday and Thursday.—12 o7. preserved meats, 
8 oz. rice (none on Thursday), 6 oz. canned tomatoes 
and 2 oz. butter. 

Monday.—1 |b. pork and } pt. beans. 

Tuesday and Friday.—1 \b. salt beef, 8 oz. flour, and 
2 oz. dried fruit. 

Wednesday and Saturday.—1 \b. salt pork, 4 oz. 
pickles, and } pt. beans. 

Daily.—14 oz. hard bread, 2 oz. sugar, and } oz. tea, 
or 2 oz. coffee or cocoa. 

Weekly.—+} pt. molasses, and 4 pt. vinegar. 

In port Monday, Wednesday, Friday and Saturday 
are generally fresh provision days, on which occasions 
are given: 1} lbs. fresh beef, 1} lbs. fresh vegetables, 
and 1 1b. fresh bread. 

A glance at the men’s messes will show (and a close 
study of these tables will Jemonstrate) that the articles 

detailed, and which show forth as such a great variety, 
are sufficient for the dinner merely ; and that the break- 
fast and supper consist of hard bread and coffee 
only: in port, the fresh bread taking the place of the 
biscuit. 

‘The statement that ‘‘under the law, biscuit, soft 
bread, corned éeef, salt beef, preserved meat, ham, ba- 
con, sausage, wheat flour, Jndian flour (meal), oat flour 
(meal), rye flour (meal), hominy, dried apples, currants, 

ra‘sins, prunes, fresh deef, fresh mutton, fresh veal, 

fresh pork, petatoes, onions, turnips, carats, cabbage,” 

are allowed cs part of the Navy ration is, to say the 

least, disingenuous ; for all the articles we have itali- 

cised are not served out on board the cruising vessels 

of the Navy, and they are only by a very recent order 

allowed to be purchased for the Training Squadron. 

The imposivug array of ‘‘ potatoes, onions, etc.,” is lim- 

ited by law to the value of ‘‘any or all of the articles 

issued with the salted meats,” or to about five cents 

each man, which in reality gives only enough to make 


the passage of this ration act the Bureau of Provisions 
and Clothing has interpreted preserved meat to mean 
beef only (commonly known as “soup and boulli”), 
and fresh meat has always been construed to mean 
fresh beef; so that, practically speaking, there has been 
no such variety as has been but just nw allowed «> the 
apprentices. We venture the assertion (after diligent 
inquiry) that the issues of fresh mutton, veal or pork 
have been so extremely rare as to form an infinitesima] 
portion of the rations served out, and that ham, bacon, 
etc., are perfect strangers to the mess tables of the en. 
listed men, unless purchased by themselves. 

So far as the question of commutation is concerned, 
as was intimated in our last article, we believe that the 
law as it now stands justifies the practice, and certainly 
(as we then stated) if one ration can be commuted Jaw. 
fully, there is no reason: why half a dozen cannot. In 
print of fact the Bureau of Provisions has authorized 
unlimited commutation on board the receiving ships 
and has granted it to certain classes of petty officers: 
we infer, therefore, that the statement we criticise is 
inaccurate. 

The article under consideration siates that ‘it re- 
quires no expert to demonstrate the fact thal if provis- 
ions furnished by the Government in conformity with 
law are not used they must-ultimately waste away and 
be lost to the Government.” We should say that this 
was a matter entirely within the control of the Pay- 
master General. If one-half of the money allowed by 
law for rations is taken up by commutation, it follows 
that it is entirely unnecessary to provide such a quan- 
tity of provisions as will sufter deterioration through 
long keeping; only enough need be purchased in any 
one year to provide for the necessities (easily foreseen) 
of that year, and if the same care and prudence were 
used by the Bureau as we intimated should be used by 
the pay officer of a vessel, there would be no undue 
loss to the Government. 

Officers ave not, it seems to us, “ 
ignorance and prejudice ” when they are seconding the 


countenancing 


efforts of the men to be permitted to live in a style more 
commensurate with the increased facilities of the pre- 
sent time, than the ration table of nearly twenty years 


ago furnishes. 

It is greatly to be hoped that the allowances made 
especially for the benefit of the training squadron, may 
be extended to the S-rvice at large, and that the result 
of the proceedings of the Ration Board will justify the 
confidence which 1s apparently placed in it by those 
mest interested, viz., the enlisted menu. The circular 
issued gives to all in the Service an opportunity to pre- 
sent their views, and we shall be greatly surprised if 
the almost unanimous opinion is not in favor of increased 
commutation and als» increased variety. 

A correspondent siys: ‘‘ The writer is glad to see in 
the JourNat of the 26th, your editorial in relation to 
Navy rations. He has read several notices on the sub- 
ject in the New York papers, and yours is the only one 


which evinces any knowledge on the part of the writer, 
as to what he was writing about. You give certain 
figures, noting what seems a singular state of affairs, 
and say you believe that a close inspection will con- 


vince the Secretary that he has been led into error. The 
figures in the Paymaster General’s report show, without 
a doubt, that the Secretary is in error. From these 
figures you will see that the cost of commuted rations 
to officers, seamen and marines on board ships, and to 
hospitals for the support of the sick, is compared 10 the 


cost of provisions issued to the seamen and marines; 
while the cost of the rations surrendered by seamen and 
marines is $53,546.07. You say if care and prudence 
were exercised in the matter, there would not necessa- 
rily be an undue proportion of provisions condemned ;

prompt communications with General Banks, at the 
time of the Red River fiasco, was lost to the couutry. 








Tuover the bill before Congress provides that the 
Greely relief expedition be composed entirely of officers 
and men of the Navy, the Navy Department is in re- 
ceipt of a half a dozen letters every day from civilians 
who ask to be sent on the voyage. Some desire to go 
as seamen, some as scientists, and others ask to be 
given command of either one boat or the whole expedi- 
tion. To all of these requests the answer is given that 
the law will not include persons from civil life. Secre- 
tary Chandler has also many calls from persons who 
represent themselves as having had considerable expe- 
rience in Arctic voyaging, and who are anxious that the 
Government should have the benefit of their knowledge. 
An old sailor named Norman requested that he be en- 
listed in the Navy im order that he may go on the 
proposed expedition as an ice pilot. He was told that 
no enlistu-eut could be made until definite arrangements 
were perfected, but that his application wculd be re; 
membered. He was a member of the Proteus crew 
when she took the Greely party to the Arctic regions, 
and has been on an expedition once since then. 








A OORRESPONDENT of the San Francisco Call having 
made some severe strictures upon officers graduating 
from West Poiut, an ‘‘ex-Private Soldier” writes to 
that paper: ‘‘ From 1871 to 1881 I served in a cavalry 
regiment. During that time I met many ‘ West Point- 
ers’ and found them (all but one) to be honest, noble, 
manly soldiers, winning the respect and good will of 
their men by a devoted attentiou to all duties required 
ofthem. They were always ready, with hand and 
purse, to promote the welfare of their troops, to assist 
in athletic exercises, social games, and all else that 
would enliven the camp or post and make life less mo- 
notonous to their troopers; and’ when ‘drill call’ 
sounded they would convert into a pleasant exercise 
what is often a dreary task. Many a noo-com. they 
have assisted to a comm.ission, and to my personal 
knowledge there are four lieutenants in the Army (and 
there are many more no doubt) who owe their promo- 
tion entirely to the disinterested efforts of ‘ West 
Pointers,’ who advised them to prepare for the required 
examination, ‘coached’ them, and were instrumental 
in securing favorable indorsements from other officers.” 








A CORRESPONDENT, while he seems to appreciate re-

A Wasmineton correspracent of the New Yerk 
Tribune states that the bill abolishing the ‘ironclad ” 
oath of office, to which we last week alluded, *‘ abso- 
lutely repeals the entire Section 1756, R. S. and abol- 
ishes the oath now required of ‘every person elected or 
appointed to any office of honor or profit, either in the 
civil, military or naval service, excepting the Presi 
dont,’ ete. If the repeal is adopted, persons appointed 
\o office in the Army or Navy will no longer be required 


to take the oath that they have ‘ never voluntarily borne 
arms against the United States’ since becoming citizens 
thereof. Next will come in regular and logical sequence 
abolishing the ‘invidious distinction’ which compels 
war claimants to swear to their loyalty, and then the 
Treasury bung will be opened in a way that will appeal 
to Northern apprehension more than the moral aspect 
seems able to.” 


Tur session of the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, on Tuesday, was consumed in discussing the 
many bills before the committee providing for the re- 
moval of the charges of desertion from soldiers of the 
late war. It seems that the law of last year on this 
subject was not bread enough to take in all the deserv- 
ing cases, and, as a result, separate bills continue to 
pour into the House. Thus far over a hundred bills 
of this character have been referred to the committee, 
and every bill day others are being introduced. On 
Tuesday the committee adopted an amendment to the 
existing law which will cover about three-fourths of the 
cases now before the committee. This is done by strik- 
ing out the words of the existing law: ‘‘or who inten- 
tionally deserted,” avd by extending the benefits of the 
act to those who served six months. In the other cases 
which this amendment will not touch, it is proposed to 
submit separate reports. Mr. Steele, of Indiana, is the 
sub-committee in charge of this matter. 








From ‘The History of New York during the Revo- 
lutionary War,” by Thomas Jones, Justice cf the Su- 
preme Court, we learn that the winter of 1779 was 
more severe than any known to our “ oldest inhabi- 
tant.” The bay of New York and thence up tise riv- 
er to Albauy was mere terra firma. So with the East 
River for a long way up the Sound. The ice was so 
strong that deserters crossed upon it to Connecticut 
from Lloyd’s Neck, L. I., a distance of over 12 miles. 
So intense was the cold, and the bay so hard frozen, 
that 200 sleighs laden with provisions, with two horses 
to each sleigh, escorted by 200 Light Horse, passed 
from New York to Staten Island inabody. The har- 
bors, rivers and waters about New York were frozen 
up so that not a ship could move. 








WE commend to the Army the example of one post 
commander who has established a school for the in- 
struction of his non-com. officers, in their off hours, in 
the preparation of the various official returns, rolls, etc., 
which are so numerously in demand nowadays, and the 
preparation of which so vexes the souls of company 
officers, in the absence of proper clerical assistance. We 
incline to the belief that the education of non. commis- 
sioned officers in this important oranch of duty has not 
received the attention it should, and that they will 
eagerly welcome an opportunity of acquiring the neces- 
sary information, as to the preparation of Army returns 
and reports, and the conduct of cfficial correspond- 
ence. 








Tue classification for 1883, 1n marksmanship in the 
Department of the Platte, just announced in orders by 
General Howard, shows the figure of merit of that De- 
partment to be 37.03, a very fair showing. Most of 
the regiments have decidedly improved since 1882, the 
7th Infantry, Colonel John Gibbon, leading the way. 
In the list of marksmen, in addition to a large represen- 
tation of Infantrymen, the Medical Department is re- 
presented, and the 5th Cavalry has a goodly share of 
officers, non-commissioned officers and privates.

From the Panama Star and Herald we learn that the 
discovery of Bariloche Pass, affording easy communica.

awakened the enthusiasm of geograpbers and railroad 
and canal builders. Projects for a transcontinental 
railroad, which would be much shorter than that now 
building by way of Mendoza, have already been brought 
forward in the Argentine Republic, and discussed with 
favor 10 Chili, while Capt. Rhode revives and sustains 
with great enthusiasm the ideal project of the old 
Jesuit Falkener, who wished to see water com- 
munication between the Atlantic and Pacific through 
Patagonia. 





In accordance with our anticipation, Senator Logan 
introduced in the Senate, on Tuesday last, a bill to 
abolish the position of Assistant Surgeon General of the 
Army. A favorable report from the Military Commit- 
tee is looked for at an early day, and as there seems to 
be no opposition to it, its final passage may be expected 
before the session closes. The understanding is that, 
meanwhile, no appointment will be made to fill the ex- 
isting vacancy. 








A OORRESPONDENT questions our recent statement in 
reply to a ‘‘ Western Post” correspondent, that when 
enlisted men at a post—where there is a regimental 
band—desire the services of the band at their hops, 
they generally get it free of expense, upon application 
to the Adjutant, etc. He says such is not the custom 
at most of the western posts. We still believe, bow- 
ever, that our statement as to the general practice in 
this respect throughout the Army, was correct. 








Tue Senate has received a communication from the 
Secretary of War transmitting a reply to the resolution 
of the House of January 10, asking for the average 
number of commissioned officers in the Army from 
1857 to 1861, and 1877 and 1881, and the average num- 
ber of trial by courts-martial during those periods. The 
statement shows that during the first period the average 
number of commissioned officers was 1,056, of whom 
67 were tried by court-martial, and 39 convicted; and 
that during the second period the average number was 
2,474, of whom 150 were tried by court-martial, and 
122 convicted. 








Ir is estimated by the accounting officers of the 
Treasury that it will require about a half million dol- 
lars to settle the claims of Navy officers for mileage 
arising under the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Commander Graham mileage case. It is prob- 
able that an appropriation for this purpose will have to 
be made by Cungress. We last week gave « synopsis 
of the opinion of the court, and this week publish the 
decision in full. It 1s an emphatic rebuke of the stub- 
born disregard of law which has compelled a naval 
officer to undergo the expense of a law-suit to secure 
rights which, as the result shows, were not subject to 
even a reasonable legal doubt. 








Ly our paragraph last week, calling attenticn to Mr. 
Finerty’s bill (H. R. 3118) to regulate promotions in 
the Army, the transformation of a 16 into a 10 made us 
say that his plan was to promote all officers, below the 
grade of colonel, after ten years service, instead of 3ix- 
teen years. A reference to the bill, which appeared in 
the same number, was sufficient, however, to correct 
the error. 

It will be well for officers, in considering this and 
other bills for the benefit of the service, to select some 
one of them upon which to unite their efform The 
per centage of probabilities in favor of any bill may be 
judged somewhat from a consideration of the propor- 
tion between the number of bills introduced into the 
two Houses of Congress, and the number of those bills 
which become laws. The cfficial record shows that of 
5,602 bills introduced to nine Congresses, but thirteen 
per cent. or 716, became laws, viz. :

This is the aggregate of both Houses. The percent- 
age for the last two Congresses in the list was, it will be 
seen, much below the average, and the percentage for 
the Forty-sixth Congress of 1882 8 was only one-seventh 
of thet for 18667. Itissimply impossible within the 
limits of an ordinary session, to secure proper attention 
for such a mass of bills. Indeed, a large proportion of 
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them are introduced, probably, with little or no expec- 
tation of passage and simply to please some constitu- 
ent. Officers should remember this and not indulge in 
any unnecessary amount of gratulation over the intro- 
duction of some bill that pleases them. 








Tue Senate Committee on Military Affairs finds itself 
unable to agree on the several Army nominations 
wherein questions of retirement from disability are in- 
volved. It is not improbable that some of them will 
be withdrawn until some definite decision is arrived at 
as to questions of promotion after disability. Indeed, 
it is proposed by several members of the committee to 
frame a bill on this subject just as soon as it can be de- 
cided what is needed. The one plan suggested thus far 
is to leave the retired list without limit and require an 
officer to be placed thereon after he has been pro- 
nounced incapacitated by a retiring board, no promo- 
tion to be allowed pending the examination by such a 
board. It is uncertain what the committee will do, but 
we are assured that some new law on this subject will 
be recommended, and an agreement is looked for at the 
next meeting of the committee. The only nomination 
acted upon on Tuesday was that of Rev. John Vaughn 
Lewis, to be a post chaplain in the Army, which was 
confirmed yesterday. It is said that there was some 
little opposition to this appointment, arising from per- 
sons of influence, who dissented from his course when 
he was pastor of St. John’s P. E. Church, of Wash- 
ington, D.C. His congregation became divided, some 
standing up for him aad others withdrawing and join- 
ing another Episcopal church.

Tue inquiries of the Senate Naval Committee have re- 
vealed serious differences of opinion on the subject of 
the new cruisers. Chief Naval Constructor T. D. Wilson 
objects to placing the batteries ina central superstructure 
with an open forecastle and poop deck, as allowing too 
much waterto dash overthe ships and impairing their 
speedin a high sea. The Secretary of the Navy, the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance and a majority of the Advisory Board 
were of the opinion, on the contrary, that the sea-going 
aualities of the ship would be in no way impaired, 
while the fighting capacity would be notably increased. 
While Mr. Wilson does not think the Boston and At- 
lanta will be entire failures, he stated to the Committee 
that he thought it would be unwise to build any more 
vessels of their type. He has also doubts about the suc- 
cess of the Uhicago. He does not believe she will make 
over 15 knots an hour in a heavy sea, and will fall con- 
siderably below that. The Senate Naval Committee 
continues to hear testimony on the subject. Ad- 
miral Porter was before the Committee on Tuesday, 
and gave his views on the vessels now being built and 
those that should be built. Commodores Simpson and 
Semmes, Captain Johnson and Commander Bartlett 
were Meard on Friday. Other officers will be invited to 
appear next week. 

Mean vhile, the daily papers are vigorously discussing 
the merits of the new cruisers. The New York Hven- 
ing Post has an article rigorously criticising them, 
which bears internal evidence of having been written 
by a naval officer. The Chicago papers are especially 
savage in their attacks. The Tribune of that city de- 
votes nine columns to an account of the abuses of our 
naval administration. Thus the doubt increases as to 
whether Congress will make any further appropriation 
for new vessels for the present.

Secretary Lincoln, General H. G. Wright, Chief of Engi- 
neers, General Parke and Col. Craighill went to North Caro- 
lina Monday evening, to inspect the improvements on Cape 
Fear River in that State.

RECENT DEATHS. 

CommoporeE Francis Bleecker Ellison, U. 8S. Navy, a vete- 
ran officer on the retired list, died of cancer, at his residence 
ia Boston, January 24, in the eighty-second year of his age. 
He was born in New York in 1803, and appointed to the 
Navy, May 28,1819. His first vessel was the old schooner 
Enterprise. He served on the Porpoise that joined the 
Mediterranean squadron in 1827, and was promoted lieuten- 
ant, May 17, 1828. On his return home he was transferred 
to the receiving ship et New York, and on the breaking out 
of the Seminole war was attached to the Concord. When 
the captain believed that he was near Tampa Bay he sent 
Lieut. Ellison with a boat’s crew to reconnoitre. On ap- 
proaching the shore he found that he was one hundred miles 
away from that place. Meanwhile the vessel gave him and 
the crew up for lost, and proceeded on her way. Lieut. Elli- 
son and the crew then rowed the entire distance to Tampa 
Bay, and surprised their comrades, who believed that they 
had been killed by the Indians. Admiral Cooper made his 
first cruise under Lt. Ellison during this war. Lt. Ellison 
was also engaged inthe Mexican war. He was promoted 
commander, May 29, 1850, and in 1855, while in command of 
the Jamestown, was sent to the west coast of Africa. On 
the 2dof March, 1857, he was promoted captain, and when 
the war broke out he was placed in command of the #. Z. 
Cuyler, the first vessel fitted out in New York, and ordered 
tothe Gulf blockade. ‘Later he was placed in command of 
the Richmond, and took part in the bombardment of Forts 
McRae and Barrancas, his vessel remaining for seven hours 
under fire. Onthe 16th of July, 1862, he was promoted 
commodore, and on the “ist of October, 1864, was retired 
from active service. He returned to New York, and was 
made Inspector of Vessels, and subsequently was appointed 
Inspector of the Lighthouse at Charleston, 8. C., and in 
1866 held the same position at Buffalo, In 1869 and 1870 he 
was incommand of the naval station at Sackett’s Harbor. 
He wasa gentleman of genial disposition, and popular with 
both old and young. He was married thrice: first to Miss 
St. Felix, of Brooklyn ; then to Mies Maria Holt, of Canada, 
and lastly to Mrs. Crafts, daughter of the Hon. Jeremiah 
Mason, of Boston, who survives him. He leaves four sons : 
Francis H., Henry Cox, Bleecker, and William. The funeral 
services took place in Boston on Monday, and the body was 
then brought to New York for interment in Greenwood 
Cemetery. 

Ex-Goy, Joun Letorer, of Virginia, a prominent figure 
on the Southern side during the War of the Rebellion, died 
at his home in Lexington, Jan. 26, in his seventy-first year. 
He was for many years a member of Congress, and Governor 
of Virginia from 1859 to 1864. He then retired to private 
life, and 80 remained till 1879, when he was elected to the 
Virginia House of Delegates. While serving in that body 
during that year he was stricken with paralysis, and never 
fully recovered from its effects. 

In its notice of Gov. Letcher the New York Herald says : 
“Shortly before the battle of Sevon Pines (Fair Oaks) a 
gentleman informed Gov. Letcher that the Confederate 
Government were preparing to leave Richmond for Colum- 
bia, 8. C.; that he had seen the boxes containing the papers 
of the Adjutant General's Department all nailed up and 
labelled ‘Columbia, 8. 0.’ The Governor was much trou- 
bled about this matter and calling an aide-de-camp said to 
him : ‘Go down to Gen. Lee and tell him all this gentleman 
has said, ask him if the fact be as reported, and if so inform 
him I will to-morrow issue my proclamation commanding 
the Virginia troops and entreating the troops from other 
— to hold their ground, And add I shall expect every 

Binia soldier to stand by his mother.’ The message was 
delivered as sent, The next day the boxes were all un- 
Packed, and the papers restored to their places, as the same 
gentleman informed the Governor, and the Confederate 
Government remained in Richmond until the eventfal night 
Of the 8d of April, 1865,”

His remains were 
taken to Oswego, N. Y., where the Colonel was born sixty- 
two years since. 


Tue funeral of the late Lieut. 8. R. Colladay, 16th U. 8. 
Infantry, took place at Fort Stockton, Texas Jan. 15. The 
pall bearers were Major Jewett, Capt. Wedemeyer, and 
Lieut. George, 16th Infantry ; Surgeon Finley, U. S. A., and 
Lieuts. Davis and McDonald, 10th Cavalry. The body was 
lowered into the grave by six sergeants of the 10th Cavalry. 
The deceased’s horse, led by a soldier of Troop G, followed 
the hearse to the grave. All the troops of the post were 
out under command of Lieut. Trippe, 10th Cavalry. The 
burial service was pronounced by Lieut. Johnson. The ap- 
propriate salute was fired over the grave at the conclusion 
of the ceremonies, and the post flag floated at half mast 
all day.

HAZING AT ANNAPOLIS. 


An outbreak of the old hazing spirit is reported 
at the Naval Academy. It appears that a number 
of first and third class men were engaged in some petty 
hazing. One of the fourth class men was made to stand on 
his head, and another was unceremoniously ‘fired’ through 
a window. The mischief-makers were waiting for another 
victim, when a young man named Oraig, from Illinois, en- 
tered. He was promptly saluted and told by a third class 
man to stand on bis head. This he refused to do, claiming 
that the third class man had no right to haze, never having 
been hazed themselves. Several first class men then ap- 
proached and tried to compel him to execute the manceuvre, 
but he escaped into a room where he was followed by the 
crowd, who attempted to catch him. 

In the confusion the light was sput out, and Craig man- 
aged to give one of his tormentors several effectual blows 
with a pair of skates which he carried. He then escaped 
outside. The first class men, however, laid their plans and 
as Craig came out from supper he was jumped upon by six 
or eight. He would probably have suffered severely had not 
several fourth class men opportunely been present to take 


rt. 

This soon became a general melee, which was; finally 
stopped by the efforts of the officer in charge, and the com- 
batants were separated. The first class now vow vengeance 
on the fourth class and Craig in particulir, and some lively 
fights will probably follow. The matter was reported to 
Capt. Ramsay, Superintendent of the Academy, on Monday, 
who will investigate it. Naval Cadets S. Willson, Jr., and 
Wm. Fowler Peacocl:, fourth classmen, both of Indiana, 
quarantined on the U. 8. ship Santee, left their quarters, and 
stayed all night at the Maryland Hotel, Annapolis, where 
they registered their ful! names. Their absence being dis- 
covered, Watchman Denver was sent after them, ani they 
were brought to the Santee, and placed in solitary confine- 
ment. 








THE WRECK OF THE COLUMBUS. 


No tragedy of late has excited wider attention than that 
which so receatly befell the Savannah steamer City of Col- 
umbus, wrecked in Vineyard Sound, on the Massachusetts 
coast. The story of the part taken by the Revenue Cutter 
Dexter in the rescue of passengers is told by her comman- 
der in the report which follows : 


Steamer “ DextTER,” VINEYARD Sounp, Mass., 
Jan. 19, 1884, 


Hon, ~~ ¢ Folger, Secretary of the Treasury, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: 

Str: Ihavethe honor to report my opportune arrival 
with the Revenue steamer Dexter at the scene of the melan- 
choly disaster to the 8.8. City of Columbus yesterday P. m. 
in time to assist in rescuing the few surviving passengers 
and crew of that vessel. I left New London, Conn., at 6.05 
A. M. on the morning of Jan. 18 on a cruise to the eastward, 
the wind blowing a fresh gale from W. to W. 8. W., over- 
cast sky. After passing through the Race a course was 
shaped for the 8. W. point of Block Island, which we passed 
at 9.10a.m. Seeing nothing to require our attention in 
that vicinity the vessel was headed for Vineyard Sound. At 
12.15 Pp. m. the officer of the deck reported two masts seen 
sticking up out of the water. The vessel’s head was imme- 
diately pointed in that direction, anJ at 12.35 Pp. m. made 
out what proved to be men clinging to the rigging of a 
sunken ve-sel. Took in sail and steamed as near as safety 
would permit to windward of the wreck, and with great 
difficulty lowered the cutter, which was sent in charge of 
24 Lieutenant Rhodes with instructions to make 
all efforts to save the lives imperilled. After which the Dez- 
ter was anchored within about 100 yards of the sunken ves- 
sel, on her lee quarter. The wind at this time was blowing 
very hard and the sea rolled mountains high, breaking over 
the wreck and agaiust this vessel with great force, causing 
her to roll rails under and shipping considerab’e water. Her 
position was one of peril, owing to her close proximity to the 
reef, in case the wind should change or moderate and tide 
change, which would have swung the vessel's stern on the 
reef. Slip rope was put on the cable, and everything made 
ready to move her position in case of any sudden change. 
It was very hazardous to lower & boat and pull to windward, 





but a second boat, the gig, was successfully lowered and 3d 


Lieut. Kennedy despatched, who, after much hard pulling 
reached the vicinity of the wreck. About 80 men were ex- 
posed in the rigging of the City of Columbus, where they 
bad remained since 3,45 a. mu. exposed and benumbed by the 
cold, which was piercing. It being impossible for 
the boats to approach very near the wreck, by reason 
of the receding breakers, and detached portions of the upper 
works of the steamer, which were fast breaking up, the men 
could only be saved by jumping from the rigging into the 
sea. Several of them were drowned, and wounded by the 
wreckage attached to the vessel, and lost in their attempts 
to be rescued. On our approach to this terrible spectacle, a 
lifeboat from Gay Head had put off to the wreck, and did 
noble work in bringing the larger number of the survivors to 
our vessel, from the fact of her being of lighter draught and a 
better handling buat than either of those belongiug to the 
Dexter, which are not adapted for use in the surf or breakers. 
This boat having landed seven men from the wreck during 
the forenoon, having been on duty since 10 a. m., and being 
hopeless of rendering furtber aid in rescuing the 2 remainin 
survivors left in the vessel’s rigging, owing tu the exhaus' 
condition of the crew, returned to the shore abont 3 p. m., 
when another boat’s crew from the shore put in an appear- 
ance. At this time the U. 8. steamer § Ul came 
within hiiling distance, offering assistance, which was de- 
clined, as the work on hand could be performed by the boats 
already near the wreck. It being evident that the two men 
remaining in the main rigging of the wreck had either ex- 
pired or were unable to speak or move, it was absolutely 
necessary to reach them by some™ means or other. Lieu- 
tenant Rhodes returned alongside, and reported the 
state of things, at the same time volunteering to 
make an effort to reach the steamer'’s rigging, prce 
vided he could obtain a trusty person to steer and man- 
age the boat, when Ist Lieut. Roath voluuteered to perform 
that duty. Several attempts were made in the cutter be- 
longing to the Dexter, but without success. A call was then 
made for the lifeboat by Lieut. Rhodes, in the hope that he 
might succeed. Finding it impossible, however, to approach 
near enough on acconut of the attached wreckaye, he se- 
cured a line about his person and jumped into the water, 
expecting to reach the rigging by poe rey 2 This attempt 
proved also futile because of the floating debris which o 
structed his path, and slightly injuring one of his limbs. 
He was hauled back into the boat. At4vp.m. the wind and 
sea having abated, and darkness coming on, together with a 
feeling of unwillingness to leave the remaining two persons to 
their fate without another attempt to rescue them before 
night came on, not knowing their exact condition, I or- 
dered Lieut. Rhodes to make another effort, which he cheer- 
fully did, this time using our smallest boat, the dingy. 
After several unsuccessful endeavors, he at last reached the 
steamer’s lee rigging with one man, and with the end ofa 
small rope ascended to the fattock shrouds, and fonnd the 
man there apparently lifeless, and in such position from 
the condition of his frozen limbs, as to find it impossible to 
extricate him without cutting the rattlines, which he did. 
The man, dropping into the water, was hauled in the boat. 
The last body remaining in the starboard main rigging was 
found in the same condition and cut looseand saved. Hay- 
ing, with the assistance of the lifeboats from shore and the 
boats from this vessel, taken from the wrecked steamer 19 
persons alive, two of whom died about one hour after reach- 
ing tbe Dexter, together with the last two found dead in 
the stranded vessel's rigging; and being satisfied that no 
live, or dead, persons remained on or about the wreck, I, at 4.45 
P. M., got underweigh and proceeded to New Bedford, Mass., 
the nearest and most convenient point from which friends 
of the living and dead, of the passengers of the steamer 
City of Columbus, could be communicated with, I made all 
possible haste, arriving there at 6.30 r.m. The medical ex- 
aminer of the city was at once sent for, who examined the 
deceased persons and assumed charge of them and their 
effects. While on board the Dezter the survivors were 
placed in charge of 1st Asst. Engr. A. F. Rockefeller, and 2d 
Asst. Engr. C. W. Beckwith, receiving every attention, and 
were quartered in cabin and wardroom, beiug provided with 
clothing from the officers and crew, who had it to spare, 
and, where ciething could not be obtained, the offivers’ 
blankets and bed linen were improvised for their covering. 
Food and hot drinks were also served and efforts made to 
resuscitate the dying. 

[After giving some account of the Columbus, and stating 
that he was requested by one of her owners, Mr. Nickersen, 
to proceed again to the wreck to recover dead bodies, Capt. 
Gabrielson says :] 

We left this place at 74. m. for Gay Head and examined’the 
wreck, which was found to have 9 faths. water under her stern, 
7 faths. amidsbips and 4 faths. under her bow. From which 
a conclusion was reached that the vesxel would prove a total 
loss. Having completed this business, Mr. Nickerson re- 
quested to be taken to Vineyard Haven to learn the fate of 
the survivors who had been landed at Gay Head, and tu ot« 
tain any other information, which place we reached at 1.20 
Pp. M. and information obtained to the effect that of the 7 
passengers landed at the last named place by the life-boat. 
one had since died. Also that a nomber of dead bodies hid 
been recovered in Menamsha ht, 7 of whom were ladier, 
At 2 pv. m. weighed anchor and proceeded to Wood's Hol!, 
where we landed Mr. Nickerson and party, who express @ 
heartfelt thanks for valuable assistance rendered. The con- 
duct of the officers and crew on this trying occasion was 
highly commendable, each performing his duty with alacrity 
and efficiency. I especially recommend for the consideration 
of the Department, 1st Lieut. W. D. Roath, 2ud Lieut. J. U. 
Rhodes and 3rd Lieut. C. D. Kennedy, as brave and exeme« 
pie in their conduct on this occasion, also lst Asst. Engr. 
A. F. Rockefeller and 2nd Aast. Engr.C. W. Beckwith, who 
were both assiduous in their care and attention tothe surv'- 
vors. In rendering the above assistance the following dama- 
ges were sustained by the Dexler: Starboard guoport binges 
broken by a heavy sea; cutter and gig damaged by being 
lowered and hoisted, also by coming in contact with floating 
wreckage. There were articles of furniture and crockery in 
cabin and wardroom broken which are mentioned in detail in 
the ship’s journal. Having seen the necessity for a well nl 
portioned and equipped Jife boat for use on this vessel, I re- 
spectfully request thut one be furnished, together with twelve 
life boats, and that authority be granted to have gig and cut- 
ter repaired. 

I beg leave to renew my bw and recommendation for 
steam heater pipes outhe berth deck as atsolutely 
not only for the comfort of the crew but also for the safety of 
the vessel. While engaged in rescuing the survivors of the 
ill-fated steamer City of Columbus on the 18th instant, I 
felt considerable anxiety for the safety of this vessel on ac- 
count of the stove on the berth deck, which, although well 
secured, was in constant danger of breaking adrift, and set- 
ting fire to the vessel, and in order to guard against such a 
calamity two men, whose services atthat time would have 
been valuable on deck, were compelled to remain below to 
watch the stove. I earnestly desire that the Department, 
will reconsider its former decision in disallowing the heating

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FORTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


The Fitz John Porter debate, and a dispute in the 
Senate over the House bill for the Greely Relief Expe- 


dition, have been the chief topics of Congressional 
interest. We give some account of the latter debate 


elsewhere. That on Porter has not yet ended. 

The House Naval Committee, at its meeting Friday, 
discussed and agreed to several amendments which they 
will recommend the Appropriation Committee to insert 
in the Naval Appropriation bill. Among others were 
the following : To reduce the number of chief engineers 
from 69 to 50; pay directors and pay inspectors from 9 
to 5; to organize heads of bureaus into an Advisory 
Board; to consolidate the Bureaus of Equipment and 
Recruiting with that of Provisions and Clothing. A 
proposition to consolidate the Bureaus of Steam Engi- 
neering and Construction was defeated by a vote of 16 
to 5. The committee has reopened discussion on bill 
for the relief of Naval Cadets. Secretary Chandler will 
appear before the committee next Tuesday with refer- 
ence to that measure. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported favorably 8. Res. 39, correcting the military 
record of Wickliffe Cooper, deceased. Mr. Plumb’s 
bill (8. 641) concerning details from the Army, was re- 
ported favorably from the House Committee on Thurs 
day. An amendment was adopted giving the Presi- 
dent power to keep an officer on special duty fora 
longer time than that provided in the bill. As reported 
the bill reads as follows : 


That no regimental or company officer shall be detached irom 
duty with his regimevt or company for more than three years 
consecutively, except by an order of the President ; and any 
officer heretoiore or hereafter detailed who shall be returned to 
duty with his pany or regi t under the provisious of this 
act shall not be again detailed, except temporarily, and not thea 
for a period or more than sixty days, until after the expiration 
of three years from bie return to his company or regiment. 


The committee give in their report the letter which 
follows from General Sheridan, which was transmitted 
by the Secretary of War, with his approval. They say: 
‘The committee, after a full investigation of the sub- 
ject, do nut wholly concur in the opinion of the Lieu- 
tenant General commanding the Army, and approved 
by the Honorable Secretary of War. 

‘The officers of the Army who are performing active 
duty ia the field, and continue to do so from year to 
year, are dissatished with the long details of their com- 
rades, who, by reason of their special fituess fur detach- 
ed service as by favoritism, are continued on special 
duties for lengthened periods without reporting to their 
respective commands, or taking their shure of field 
service. This has grown to such an extent as to induce 
the belief that undue influence is used in continuing 
these details beyond a reasonable period. 

“The committee are of the opinion that details of this 
kind are not so much of a personal nature, but rather 
regular tours of duty which should be looked upon as 
a relief from the active service of the field. At the 
same time they recognize that there may be exceptional 
cases wherein the passage of this act, as it now stands, 
might embarrass the War Department.” General Sheri- 
dan’s letter is as follows: 


The conditions involved in Senate bill No. 641, entitled “‘A bill 
concerning details of regimental or company uo: ,” could not 
be carried out without great detriment to the service; besides, 
the enactment of such a law would, in my judgment, so abridge 
the powers of the President of the United States and those who 
command under him as to seriously impede the administration 
of the Army. 

A list of officers detached from their companies and regiments 
is contained in oa made by the Honorable Secretary of War, 
under Senate ution of Dec. 10, 1883. From this it will be 
observed that the classes of details that would be affected by the 
provisions of this bill are: The Instructors at the Military Acad- 
emy; the officers ef the Signal Corps; the authorized sides-de- 

* camp; the cflicers in the War Records office, and such officers (21 
in all, 9 of whom are authorized by law) as are detailed on mis- 
cellaneous duty. It seems almost unnecéssary to say that the 
officers ch with the administration of the Army should con- 
trol such matters, and while there may be abuse (which I do not 
admit) it would be subversive of the principle upon which all 
armies are constructed and governed were Congress to assume 
direction over what 1s believed to properly belong to the detail 
’ of internal economy. 

Officers are frequently required for special purposes, and those 
who display special fitness are generally selected. It certainly 
would be detrimental to the service to regulate such selections

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PRINCES OF THE HOUSE OF ORLEANS. 

Gen. GxO. B. McCLetian furnishes the Century for 
February with a most interesting article on the Princes 
of the House of Orleans, ia which he gives this ac- 
count of his experience with theia as officers on his 
staff during the civil war: 

In August, 1861, the two brothers, accompanied by 
the Prince de Joinville, sailed for New York. Toward 
the close of September they arrived in Washington, 
and the young Princes at once received authority from 
the President to enter the Army as aides-de-camp, 
being permitted to serve without taking the oath of 
allegiance, and without pay; it was also understood 
that they should be permitted to leave the service 
should family or political exigencies require it. They 
were borne on the Army Register as Louis Philippe 
qOrleaus and Robert d’Orleans, additional aides-de- 
camp in the Regular Army, with the rank of captain, 
and were assigned to the staff of the — General 
commanding the Army of the Potomac. he Prince 
de Joinville accepted no rank, and simply accompanied 
headquarters, on the invitation of the general com- 
manding, a8 an amateur and friend. The position held 
by these ‘‘ young gentlemen ”’—as the Prince de Join- 
ville always designated them—was not free from diffi- 
culties. Princes who might at any time be called upon 
to assume their places in the government of a great 
nation, yet serving in the Army of a republic whose 
cause was not regarded with very friendly eyes by the 
existing government of their own country, they had 
many contradictions to reconcile, many embarrassments 
toovercome. Connected by family ties with so many 
of the royal families of Europe, always received by 
them as of royal rank, the elder regarded by so many 
in France as the rightful heir to the throne, they could 
never lose sight of the diguity of their position, while 
it was at the same time necessary for them to perform 
their duties in a subordinate grade, and to win the con- 
fidence and friendship of their new comrades, who 
were sure to weigh men by their personal qualities and 
abilities, not by their social position across the Atlantic. 
Their task was accomplished with con plete success, 
for they gained the full confidence, respect, and regard 
of their commander and their comrades. From the 
moment they entered the service, they were called upon 
to perform prezisely the same duties and in precisely 
the same manner as their companions on the personal 
stuff of their commander. 

Inthe dull routine of office work, in the intelligent 
analysis of reports in regard to the number and position 
of the enemy, in the labor of organizing the Army of 
the Potomac, in long and fatiguing rides with their 
general, whether through the widely extended camps 
around Washington, or from column to column in the 
field, in accompanying advanced guards and cavalry 
detachments, in carrying orders by day and night in 
storm and rain, in the performance of their duties on 
great battle-fields, they were excelled by none in the 
alacrity, tact, courage, and intelligence with which 
their work was done. Far from evincing any desire to 
avoid isksome, fatiguing, or dangerous duty, they al- 
ways sought it, and were never so happy as when some 
such work devolved upon them, and never failed to 
display the high qualities of a race of soldiers. 

Their conduct was characterized by an innate love for 
a soldier’s life, by an intense desire to perfect them- 
selves in the profession of arms by actual experience of 
war on a large scale, and by unswerving devotisn to 
duty. Not only this, their heads and hearts were with 
usin our hour of trial, and I believe that, next to their 
own France, they most love this country, for which 
they so freely and so often exposed their lives on the 
field of battle. 

Soon after the beginning of the peninsular campaign, 
the Princes were strongly urged by their friends at 
home to return at once to England, partly to receive the 
large numbers of their adherents expected to attend the 
Exhibition of 1862, and partly because the French ex- 
Pedition to Mexico had greatly strained tie relations 
between this country and France. ‘They persisted in 
remaining with the Army until the close of the Seven 

ys, and left only when assured that the immediate 
Tesumption of the attack on Richmond was improb- 
able. Had the prompt receipt of re-enforcements ren- 
dered a new advance practicable, it is certain that no 
fal ions would have withdrawn them from the 
Ri meer the dompletion of the operations against 
a mond. Although warmly attached to them and

I have ulready referred to the presence of the Prince 
de Joinville with his nephews: he remained with them 
until their departure. The Prince also brought with 
him to this country his son, the Duc de Penthievre, 
whom he placed at the Naval Academy, thea located 
at Newport. The young Duke passed through the 
school with much credit, and, entering our Navy, ac- 
quired the rank of lieutenant before he left it. 

From their return to Europe until the Franco-German 
war of 1870, the young Princes occupied themselves 
with travel and literary pursuits. Soon after the ter- 
mination of our war, the Comte de Paris undertook 
the difficult task of writing un elaborate history of that 
remarkable contest. He brought to the work an 
amount of literary skill, impartiality, good judgment, 
and patient labor which have, in the opinion of many 
competent judges, placed it at the head of the histo- 
ries of the civil war. Inthe collection of data he has 
spared neither labor nor expense. The arrangement of 
material, the opinions expressed, the literary compo. 
sition are all his own, and it is, in the strictest sense of 
the words, his own work, and not that of another over 
his name. The first volume appeared in 1874; the 
sixth, which has appeared during the current year, in- 
cludes Gettysburg and Mine Ruu.

SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES. 


The United States, Appellant, v. James D. Graham.— 
Appeal from the Court of Claims. 


Mr. Chief Justice Wartre delivered the opinion of 
the court on the 21st of January, 1884. 

We are unable to distinguish this case in principle 
from that of United States v. Temple, 105 U. S., 97, in 
which it was decided that an officer of the Navy who, 
while engaged in public business, travelled under orders 
by land or sea, the travel by sea not beipg in a public 
vessel of the United States, was entitled, under the act 
of June 30, 1876, c. 159, 20 Stat., 65, to mileage at the 
rate of eight cents a mile for the whole distance trav- 
elled, whether by sea or land. The mileage sued for 
in this case accrued while the act of March 3, 1835, c. 
27, 4 Stat., 757, was in force. The language of that 
act, on which the question now presented arises, is as 
follows : 

It is hereby expressly declared that the yearly allowance pro- 
vided for in this act is all the pay, compensation, and allow- 
ance that shall be received under apy circumstances whatever, 
by any such officer or person, except tor travelling expenses 
under orders, for which ten cents per mile shall be allowed. 

That of the act of 1876, passed upon in Temple’s 
case, WAS: 

And so much of the act of June 16,1874, . .. . as pro- 
vides that only actual travelling expenses shall be allowed to any 
person holding employment or appointment under the United 
States while engaged on public pusiness, as is applicable to the 
officers of the Navy so engaged, is hereby repealed; and the sum 
of eight cents per mile shall be allowed such officers while so 
engaged in lieu of their actual expenses, 

It is found asa fact in this case that on the 6th of 
April, 1835, which was only a little more than a month 
after the act of 1835 was passed, circular instructions 
were issued from the Treasury Department to the effect 
that mileage at the rate of ten cents a mile was fixed bv 
law and should be paid fcr travelling expenses within 
the United States, but that the usual and necessary 
passage money actually paid by officers returning from 
foreign service, under orders or on sick ticket, when 
they could not return in a public vessel, would be paid 
as theretofore, as well as the like expenses of officers 
going out. The Navy regulations adopted in 1865, and 
in force in 1872, when the claim of Graham, the ap- 
pellee, accrued, provided that ‘‘for travelling out of 
the United States the actual expenses only are allowed.” 
It is also found that from the time of the passage of the 
act of 1835 until the decision of Temiple’s case in this 
court, the Navy and Treasury Departments had, with a 
single exception, always held that the ten cents a mile 
did not apply to travel to, from, or iu foreign countries, 
but only to travel in the United States. In Temple’s 
case the long continued practice in the departments was 
relied on to justify the decision of the accounting offi- 
cers of the Treasury against him, but the fact of the 
actual existence of the practice was not found as it has 
been now. 

The operative words in the act of 1876 are ‘‘ the sum 
of eight cents per mile shall be allowed,” and in the act 
of 1835, ‘‘ for which ten cents per mile shall be allowed.” 
In Temple’s case it was said the language of the act of 
1876 was so clear and explicit as not to be open to con- 
struction, and to our minds the same is true of the act 
of 1835. Under both acts all travelling expenses are to 
be paid by mileuge, and there is not in either of them 
any indication of an intention of Congress to make a 
distinction between travel by sea or on land, in foreign 
countries or in the United States. As was remarked by 
Mr. Justice Woods, “the practice . . . finds no 
higher warrant or sanction in the act of 1835 than in the 
act of 1876.” 

Such being the case, it matters not what the 
practice of the departments may have been or how long 
continued, for it can only be resorted to in aid of inter- 
pretation, and ‘‘it is not allowable to interpret what has 
no need of interpretation.” If there were ambiguity 
or doubt, then such a practice, begun so early and con- 
tinued so long, would be in the highest degree persua- 
sive if not absolutely controlling, in its effect. But 
with language clear and precise and with its meaning evi- 
dent there is no room for construction, and consequently 
no need of anything to give it aid. The cases to this 
effect are numerous. Edwards’ Lessee v. Darby, 12 
Wheat., '206; United States v. Temple, supra; Swift 
Co. v. United States, 105 U. 8., 695; Ruggles v. 
Illinois, 108 U. 8. 

The judgment is affirmed. ; 








PRESENTS TO MAVAL OFFICERS. 


On the 25th of January the Secretary of the Navy 
sent a reply to the resolution of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of Jan. 15, 1884, in regard to presents, dec- 
orations, etc., to officers ef the Navy by foreiga Gov- 
ernments. He says: ‘‘I have the honor to state that 
the Department has no kaowledge that any officer of 
the Navy has accepted any gift or present from any 
king, prince, or foreign state without the consent of 
Congress, and contrary to the provisions of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. A list herewith enclosed 
and marked A contains the names of naval officers to 
whom decorations or presents have been tendered, but 
the acceptance of which Congress has not yet author- 
ized. In all cases where these officers have received 
these decorations or presents, they have reported them 
to the Department as subject to its order, and have 
awaited its directions concerning their acceptance. A 
copy of this list was sent to tne Department of State, 
Oct. 10, 1883, with the request that such steps might be 
tuken by the Secretary of State as seemed to him expe- 
dient in. order to obtain the authority of Congress to 
enable the officers named therein to accept these pre3- 
ents or decorations. In reply to that portion of the 
resolution whizh requests 

that the Secretary of the Navy communicate to this House 
whether the officers and sailors of the United States Navy 
rendered any service to the British Navy in the recent bom- 
bardment or occupation of Alexandria in Egypt, together 
with correspondence relating thereto now in possession of 
the Department, 

I have to state that the officers and enlisted men of the 
United States Navy did not to my kaowledge render 
any service to the British Navy in the recent bombard. 
ment or occupation of Alexandria in Egypt.” 

To comply with the spirit of the resolution, the Sec- 
retary states the reasons for the presence of our naval 
vessels in Egyptian waters at the period referred to, and 
reports what steps were taken to preserve the records of 
tbe United States Consulate in Alexandria, and to pro- 
tect the lives and interests of Americans residing 
there. 

This is a rehearsal of information already given to 
our readers. The presents which are now awaiting the 
approval of Congress for their acceptance are the fol- 
lowing : 

A gold medal, tendered to Rear-Admiral J. W. A. Nichol- 
son, by the King of Sweden for kindness and attention shown 
= Swedish subjects during the bombardment of Alexan-

A sword, Persian carpet, and other articles, presented to 
Rear-Admiral R. W. Shufeldt, by the Sultan of Zanzibar. 

A gold box, with a portrait of the Emperor of Ra-sia, set 
in diamonds, presented to Rear-Admiral OC. H. Baldwin, on 
the occasion of his coronation at Moscow. 

Decoration of Knight Commander of the Royal Order of 
Kamehameha I, tendered to Capt. Geo. E. Belkaap, by the 
King of the Hawaiian Islands in recognition of his services 
in restoring order upon the occasion of a riot at Honolula. 

Decorations of Knight Commander of the Royal Order of 
Kalakaua, tendered to Capt. Henry Wilson and Commander 
Frederick Pearson, by the King of the Hawaiian Islands upon 
the occasion of his coronation. 

Decorations of Kuight Uompinion of the Royal Order of 
the Crown of Hawaii, tendered to Lieuts. Chas. A. Foster 
and Jesse M. Roper. by the King of the Hawaiian Islands 
upon the occasion of his coronation. 

Decorations of the Order of El Busto del Libertador, ten- 
dered by His Excellency the President of Venezuela to Com- 
mander P. H. Cooper, Lieut. Commander E. T. Strong, 
Lieut. T. T. Wood, on the occasion of the visit of those offi- 
cers to Caracas, and the same to Rear-Admiral G H. 
Cooper, Capt. R. F. Bradford, Lieuts. B, F. Tilley and W. 8. 
Cowles, Ensign R. T. Milligan upon the occasion of the un- 
veiling of the statute of Washington at Caracas. 

Decoration of the Royal and Imperial Order of Francis 
Joseph, tendered to Ensign L. K. Reynolds, by the Emperor 
of Austria for the rescue of the officers and crew of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian bark Odie. 








SOME ANECDOTES OF SHERIDAN. 


Tue Century Magazine follows its recent sketch of 
General Sherman by one of Lieut. General Sheridan, in 
the February number, from the pea of Adam Badeau. 
When he entered the Military Academy, Gen. Badeau 
tells us, he knew nothing of algebra, geometry, or —7 
of the higher branches of study. But Cadet Henry W. 
Slocum, since major-geueral of voluateers and member 
of Congress from New York, was his room mate. 
Slocum was an industrious, hard working student, and 
from him Sheridan derived much assistance, especially 
in the solution of knotty points of algebra. The two 
boys were very much in earnest, and after taps, when 
the lights were put out and every cadet was expected 
to remain in bed, Slocum and Sheridan were in the 
habit of hanging a blanket over the window, and then 
lighting their lamp and pursuing their studies, At the 
first examination Slocum went up toward the head ef 
the class, and Sheridan stood several files higher than 
he had expected with his disadvantages. 

In 1852, in his graduating year, he had some trouble 
of a belligerent sort with another cadet, which resulted 
ia his suspension. He thought at the time the punish- 
ment was unjust, but riper experience convinced him 
that the authorities were right and he was wrong. He 
was suspended for a year, after which he joined the 
class of 1853, and in this he was graduated. He was 
at first assigned to the 1st Infantry, but soon afterward 
was transferred to the Fourth. 

The article is occupied with the story of General 
Sheridan’s campaigns during the civil war, and adds 
nothing to our personal knowledge of itshero. Badeau 
tells this story of Grant’s early association with Sheridan 
during the war: In September, 1862, the situation of 
Buell in Kentucky was such ihat Grant was ordered to 
re-enforce him. Grant selected some of his best troops 
for the purpose. He was superintending the movement 
himself when he perceived Sheridan at the head of his 
command, about to march. ‘* What!” exclaimed 
Grant, *‘are you here, Sheridan? I did not intend that 


you should leave this army,” He bad not remembered 





that the colonel conimanding a brigade in reality be- 
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longed to the 2d Michigan Cavalry, and had purposed 
to keep a man whose ability he so highly esteemed in 
his own command. But Sheridan had no desire to re- 
main. He had been ordered to the field where fighting 
was most imminent, and he said nothing to Grant to 
induce him to change his destination. Grant was a 
little touched at this indifference, and Sheridan went on 
to join Buell. Neither suspected then’ how close and 
intimate their relations would become in the wider 
spheres that awaited them. 








CONSOLIDATION OF NAVAL BUREAUS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


PERHAPS DO pru practical or theoretical, rela- 
tive tothe U.S. Navy, ever arises without a compar- 
ison being made forthwith, withthe workings of the 
same feature in the British navy. It is easy to see why 
this is so, for we largely obtain our laws, religion, and 
language from England, and it is natural that we 
should compare our ways of administering naval affairs 
with the way adopted by the country from which we 
have, toa great extent, inherited all our manners and 
customs. On this occasion we neither defend nor con- 
demn this practice ; it is sufficient for our present pur- 
pose to assert the simple fact. 

The Hon. Secretary of the Navy, in his last report, 
made a recommendation which has been embodied in 
Bill No. 697 before the Senate, the object of which is, 
in brief, to abolish the Bureau of Steam Engineering as 
such, and to subordinate it to that of Cvnstruction. 

We propose to ecmpare this recommendation, nct so 
much with the present temporary method in vogue in 
England, as with the coming improved system which, 
suggested frequently in the past seven years, is ferment- 
ing and working its way slowly in the conservative 
mindof Jobn Bull. We intend to show from English 
sources that while the tendency in the parent navy is to 
raise the status of the Engineering Department to equal- 
ity with the Construction Department, a remarkable 
attempt is being made in this country to belittle Steam 
Engineering, and to return it to the condition from 
which Congress, with a rare forethought and prescience 
of its coming importance, rescued it some twenty-one 


years ago. 

1. In 1877, E. J. Reed protests in the London Times, 
Jan. 19, ‘* One Civilian Engineer Officer on a salary ri- 
diculously small. .. .is expected (with the aid of three 
or four draughtsmen) to perform the whole office duties 
of Eugineer in-Chief of the Navy.” 2. In the same 
year E. J. Reed asserts in the Zimes (April 5,) “It is 
utterly impossible for him [the Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Royal Navy] in his subordinate and unaided position 
to cope with the mass of work.”,...And to this he at. 
tributes the fact that ‘‘ New ship after new ship proves 
inefficient in the machivery department.” 8. In the 
Western Daily Mercury of March 80, 1881, is the com 
piaint: ‘* The Engineer in-Chief of the Navy is shown 
on the list of Aduiraity officials as a component part of 
the constructive department, not asthe head of a de- 
partineot. Nor has he eveo a place in the Buard of Ad- 
miralty. Yet surely, when steam is so importaut a 
feature in the Navy of to-day, a piace should he found 
for its chief representative side by side with the Chief 
of the Executive branch of the Navy.” 4. Broad 
Arrow of A. ril 9,1831, says: ‘* To main:ain an effective 
fleet . requires a competent staff of Naval 
Architects and Murine Engineers at the Admiralty.” 
5. Sir E. J. Reed again ina letter to Broad Arrow, 
April 16, 1881, says: ‘‘ My view is that the Board of 
Aduwiralty comprises Naval officers for very good and 
strong reasons, and these very same reasons now re- 
quire the presence there of a representutive of the En- 
gineer ciass, the object being in both cases the wise 
government of the Fleet.” 6. The Engineer of Octo- 
ber 13, 1882, says, editorielly: ‘*These standards are 
not reached - + because the engineering depart- 
ment is not coequal in authority with the cunstruction 
department.” And again, ‘What is imperatively 
needed is a more equal distribution of power between 
the two departments.” 7. In an able pamphlet of still 
more recent date, on Naval Kfliciency,” is the follow- 
ing: ‘* The work of reform sho..ld therefore begin at 
the top by raisivg the Eogineer-in-Chief of the Navy 
to his proper position, making him a member of the 
Board of Admiralty, giving him an independent status. 
. - « Itis certain tuis step would be of the first 1m- 
portance in the promotion of the economy and effici- 
ency of the Service generally.” 

But, Mr. Editor, we will vot burden your columns 
with more extracts at present, though the article in the 
Engineer above quoted is a long and doleful jeremiad 
upon the evil consequeuces of subordinating the engi- 
neering department to the construction department. 
Nor does it alter the case one whit that the Engineer-in 
Chief is a civilian in England and a Naval Engineer in 
the United States; this is an accidental difference 
brought about by circumstances, and it does not require 
prophetic vision to see that when the educational re 
forms, 1naugurated some years ago in the Engineer Corps 
of the Royal Navy, have borne their legitimate fruit, the 
advantage of having a Naval officer for Engiueer-io. 
Chief will be as apparent in England as it should be 
to Mr. Chandler when he states, as in his last report, 
tnat chiefs of bureaus should be naval officers. 

To sum up: We koow that the tenuency in the Royal 
Nuvy is, at some not distant future, to make the two 
Departments of Engineering and Construction co-equal; 

‘that the spirit of the age demands professional specialty 
rather than diffusion; that the proper way to carry on 
business is to subdivide and attack it in detail; that in 
ecunomy, the salary of a man competent to administer 
both these Bureaus would (if such a man were found) 
be vastly greater than the cost of the present system; 
that history shows Ooogress to have deliberately set 
aside the plan recommended 1n bill No. 697, to estab- 
lish the one found to work so well that seems 
about to

AN OBJECTIONABLE BILL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


It is noticed with pleasure that the bill providing for 
promotion to grade of captain, after fourteen years’ 
service as lieutenant of artillery, has been extended in 
its benefits to lieutenants of cavalry and infantry; but 
it still retains a feature which, if not eliminated, will 
render this bill so objectionable that, should it become 
a law, there will be tar greater pressure to have it re- 
voked than can ibly be elicited in its support in its 
present form. Reference is made to the provision that 
no Officer shall be promoted before another who ranks 
him in the same grade in his corps. 

Let us refer to the artillery, for example, and see how 
this would operate. We would find about ten first 
lieutenants who entered the service in 1867, and all those 
of ’68, 69 and 70 kept pack 1n their promotion by Lieut. 
Lundeen, 4th Artillery, of ’73 class, who would be 
promoted under this bill in ’87, thus ensuring for these 
67 officers full twenty years in the grades of lieutenant, 
and affecting the others in less degree. Now, some of 
these gentlemen have every reason to expect their pro- 
motion to captaincies before those who rank them in 
grade of 1st lieutenant, with the present state of affairs. 
Again, we find from Lient. Homer, 5th Artillery, to 
class of ’77, delayed in their promotion by 1st Lieut. T. 
C. Patterson, 1st Artillery, who would not become a 
captain by this bill until 91, thus ensuring twenty-one 
years for Lieut. Homer in grades of lieutenant, and 
affecting many others disadvantageously. Altogether 
we would find that where one officer would benefit by 
this bill, there would be whole groups of from to to 
twenty-five (in case of Lieut. Lundeen, kept from one 
to seven years beyond the fourteen nominally provided 
for.

ABOLISH RED TAPE. 


Tas cry of the Guard for relief from the oppression of 
the cumbersome and intricate system of returns and reports 
ig well founded. This piece of machinery has increased in 
magnitude from year to year, until now the Guard presents 
the spectacle of & huge circumlocution office on the whole- 
gale plan. Many features of the system, which was origi- 
pally borrowed from the Army, were taken up without modi- 
fication, to suit the peculiarities of the Guard, and never fit- 
ted properly in the machinery of the latter. Others have 
pecothe obsolete through increased mail, telegraph, press, 
and other facilities ; and still others—for instance, the keep- 
ing of manuscript order books, where bound printed volumes 
of the same are kept on file - should have never been intro- 
duced under intelligent management. The recommendations 
of the committee on the reduction of clerical labor, before 
the National Guard convention, are based on common sense, 
and what they suggest covers all practical requirements, and 
we therefore trust that the present administration of the 
Guard, wLich seems progressive, will receive them with the 
consideration they deserve, and act upon them at an early 


date. 


SCARCITY OF OFFICERS FOR THE GUARD. 


Ture are two distinct classes of National Guard organiza- 
tions. We havea few regiments with exceptional facilities and 
advantages which have no trouble to keep theirranks filled at 
all times with the best men, and which have never knownthe 
jack of afull corps of experienced and well instructed officers. 
Here, the second lieutenant of half a score of years standing 
is no anomaly and the non-commissioned officer is covered 
with enlistment stripes from elbow to wrist and hoping and 
working for the dignity of the shoulder strap. The lack in 
such regiments is of vacancies and not of candidates for 


promotion. 

But unfortunately for the Guard, such regiments are rare; 
indeed a thorough sifting would perhaps reduce the number 
toone. More numerous are those in which the opposite con- 
ditions prevail, where strenuous exertions are needed to keep 
the ranks filled up to the minimum, to find proper candidates 
for the vacancies which are constantly occurring from the 
resignation of officers of experience. The ebb and flow of 
acceptances and resignations in many regiments leaves their 
affaits in « perpet ually unsettled state and a proper develop- 
ment out of the question, This has continued for so many 
years as to cause serious apprehension for the fate of the 
Guard. The necessity of looking for officers with a lantern 
in Diogenes fashion is not a healthy sign—under proper 
conditions there should always be an ample contingent wait- 
ing for an opening to come in. Officers should be in readi- 
ness for the service to be called in instead of the service 
waiting for them. 

What are the reasons tor this scarcity of candidates for 
commissions ? 

In the first place the National Guard does not receive from 
the public (for whose protection it is organized) that recog- 
vition aud appreciation to which it is entitled. A good Na- 
tional Guard ofticer at present is subject to heavy drafts on 
his time and purse if he desires to keep up his own and the 
stauding of the organization for the efficiency of which he 
is held responsibie—he receives no compensation for his ser- 
vices, he spends his nights at the armory for the “' love of 
the thing” only to see that he has nothing but uphill work 
before him, that those to whom he looks for support and en- 
couragement turn their backs on him, that his motives for 
serving are misrepresented as a desire to parade with “fuss 
and feathers,” that he is overburdened with clerical work, 
ete., until at last patriotism gives way, enthusiasm dies with- 
in him, and he leaves the service in disgust. 

Look at the way in which the New York City regiments 
are provided with armories! Consider what amount of pub- 
lic spirit and military ardor it takes to endure the odors of 
the horse stable over which the 8th Regiment is quartered, 
the difficulties under which Col. Scott labors to induce gen- 
tlemen to join his corps of officers and his feelings when he 
introduces a new officer to the ammonia saturated regimental 
quarters! Whvu wants to expose himself to the effects of 
the consumption breeding drill room of the 22d? There are 
many ofticers who for thirty years and more have labored 
for the interest of the militia to the detriment of their busi- 
ness, neglect (to a certain extent) of their families and de- 
Pletion of their purses, to see the just claims of the organi- 
zations which they represent ignored and the results of their 
exertions reduced to naught on account of technicalities, 
(vide the recent armory fizzles in New York City.) Is it to 
be wondered at in the face of such examples that gentlemen 
keep clear of National Guard commissions? And do petty 
&quabbles and points raived by the city authorities like that 
over the payment of the Evacuation Day expenses raise the 
pas in public estimation? Such treatment of the troops 
y those Who should foster them can have no other than the 
Very Opposite effect, and it is therefore not surprising that 
80 Many business houses object to the employment of young 
men belonging to the militia, or refuse to sanction their oc- 
a absence on account of military duties.

THE NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 


WE gave a brief report of the proceedings of this organ- 
ization at Albany on the 23d of January. In his opening 
address the president, Brig.-General John O. Graves, urged 
upon officers the necessity of earnest work to obtain the best 
material; the need of good company by-laws, in view of the 
still unsatisfactory state of the code, of armories, and of a 
system of tactics for street riot duty. He advocated allow- 
ances to officers for uniforms and equipments, and payment 
to the entire force for all compulsory parades during the 
year, not to exceed five; the abolishing of Division and 
Brigade Headquarters, and the establishment of a non- 
political, permanent General Headquarters, the officers com 
posing it to be elected by the N&tional Guard, with tenure of 
office for life. Hs also spoke strongly in favor of a National 
Encampment in May next, to be held near Washington, as a 
means of inducing Uongress to a more liberal policy towards 
the Guard in the matter of appropriauons. The convention 
received the address without taking action upon any of its 
ints, 

After this the committee on the reduction of clerical labor, 
through the secretary, Adjutant W. J. Harding, of the 22d 
Regiment, handed in its report, which, in substance, recom- 
mends as follows: To abolish the regimental and battalion 
descriptive books, so far as relating to enlisted men of com- 
panies, but to retain a regimental ur battalion roster for 
commissioned and non-commissioned staff officers. To sub- 
stitute for the present manuscript general regimental order 
book a file of printed orders bound in book form, it being 
generally the custom to print these orders. To simplify the 
entry of regimental special orders by the avoidance of repeti- 
tion of all the formal verbiage of such orders. To abolish 
order books at — kept by companies forming parts of 
regiments or battalions; to do away with the record- 
ing of dril! notices to non-commissioned officers, and 
to erter all other company orders in the general 
record book referred to hereafter; to meke only one 
copy of enlistment papers in future, to be forwarded 
to regimental headquarters, the information contained in 
the company descripuve book being sufficient for all com- 
pany purposes ; to abolish the present unwieldy squad war- 
rant system, substituting distribution of orders and notices 
for parades and drills by mail, and through the columns of 
specially designated newspapers ; to abolish the entry in full 
of letters of transmittal, substituting a simple memoran- 
dum to the effect that the paper was forwarded, aud in the 
case of companies to let one book take the place of all pres- 
ent record books except the dexcriptive book; to abolish 
forms No. 10 (application for membership), 11 (admission to 
membership), 24, 26, 28, 30 (notices for election), 62 and 63 
(squad warrants). 

‘Yo establish uniformity in the forms, er pecially as to the des- 
ignation of the adjutant, who, on some forms, simply sigtis 
as ‘‘ Adjutant,” and on others as ‘let Lieutenant and Ad- 
jutant.” There is also diversity as to staff orders; signing 
‘*by command” or “ by order.” 

To modify par. 453 as to a rendition of copies of orders to 
superior headquarters, and to abrogate pars. 425 and 426, 
etc., and to abolish the annual parade return, with par. 442, 
but to retain the quarterly return, which is one of the most 
useful ones rendered. 

Every suggestion in this report is based on sound common 
sense, and the vote of thanks offered Lieut. Harding, on 
motion of Co]. Clark, was well deserved. 

Major Fincke, of the 23d, in presenting his resolution in 
regard to artillery instruction of the Guard, stated that his 
action in bringing this subject before the convention, was 
based on requests made to him by several Regular Army offi- 
cers. The resolutions, which were unanimously adopted, are 
as follows : 

Whereas, Our important harbors are practically defenceless 
for want of proper fortifications, suitable guns and a sufficient 
number of trained cannoneers, even if the tormer were provided 
by the General Government; and, 

Whereas, We, the National. Guard Association, S. N. Y., recog- 
nize it to be our duty, both as citizens and members of the Na- 
tional Guard, to aid in providing for an efficient detence in case 
of foreign invasion; and, 

Whereas, No organization of the Nationa! Guard is, at present, 
instructed in the manipulation of the heavy artillery defences; 
be it therefore 

Resolved, That active measures be taken by the association to 
endeavor to obtain such Congressional legislation as will tend to 
providé suitable fortifications and guns; 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be authorized and 
directed to confer with the Adjutant General of the State, for the 
purpose of of drafting a bill to be presented for the action of 
Congress, its purport being to authorize some organizatious of 
the National Guard—to be designated by the Governor—to be 
specially instructed in the use of heavy artillery, and to practice 
firing therewith in the fortifications and harbors of New York, 
the ammunition for this purpose to be provided by the General 
Government, in accordance witb the terms of the proposed act, 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions and the bill to be 
prepared be sent to the Senators and Representatives in Congress 
from this State, with a request that they may give the proposed 
legislation an earnest support; further, that copies be sent to the 
Adjt. Gen. of the Nat. Guard, or kindred associstions of other 
seaboard States, and of States bordering o2 the great lakes, with 
a request to co-operate actively in the effort to obtain the indi- 
cated legislation. 

A motion to endorse the recommendation contained 1n the 
annual report of the General Inspector of Rifle Practice, to 
allow actual travelling expenses to officers of the rifle de- 
partment when on duty was rejected, and recommendations 
by Captain Fackuer, of the 13th, to change the detail for 
delinquency courts to three officers instead of one, and by 
Lieut. Wilson, of the 2d Battery, to raise the allowance of 
artillery organizations from 760 to 1,000 dollars annually, 
were referred to the Committee on Law. The reading of 
papers then began with General Molineux’s ‘Essay on En- 
campments,” which referred to the most profitable utiliza- 
tion of such a camp as bad been already established by the 
State by those ordered there. Good soldiers, the General 
said, instead of vomplaining of arrangements already de- 
cided upon, should endeavor to make the best use of them. 
If, as is perhaps the case, the public do not place a proper 
value on the services of the Guard, and the Legislature is 
dilatory in providing sufficient appropriations for its support, 
then the military by strict attention to duty and general be- 
havior should strive to compel respect and to educate the 
public sentiment to the importance of fostering this branch 
of the defence of law and order. Camps and kindred 
methods of instruction should be popularized by judicious 
mixture of amusements with duty. The American mind re- 
quires to know reasons for all things, and tiere is no reason 
why the instruction of the National Guard should stop at 
instilling blind and implicit obedience in the ranks; on the 
contrary it would make all drills more interesting by explain- 
ing the reason for the movement, its advantages. etc. In 
camp the greatest attention should be paid to ell practical 
details of a soldier’s hfe, and he should be instructed how 
best to take care of himself, whether under fire, in bivouac, 
or in the performance of the ordinary duties of his profes- 
sion. The General, in closing, suggested that the close of 
the encampment should be devoted for three or four days 
to an officer’s school of application, at which any officer of

of the outline of the profession of arms, such as field en- 
trenching, temporary bridge and road building, field sketch- 
ing, measurement of distances by the eye and numerous 
other matters which they should be familiar with, if they de- 
sire to be worthy of holding the State commission. 

General King, in his paper, firat explained the difference 
between Military and Martial Law, and thea passed to ‘‘The 
Militia and the Federal Government,” jn regard to which 
he stated a misunderstanding exists as to the extent of the 
control of the General Government over the militia, and 
be gave the following decisioas, which clear up the mat- 
ter: 

The militia msy be called out either by requisition upon or 
orders to the State Executive, or by orders direct to any subor- 
dinate officer of militia. The authority to decide, whether 
the exigency has arisen belongs exclusively to the President, 
and his decision is conclusive upon all other persons. The sole 
limitation of this power is the restriction as tothe length 
of time he may require the militia to serve, which, by the act 
of 1862 cannot exceed nine months. Congress must then pro- 
vide for any further emergency. 

Under the head of ‘‘State Constitution,” he called atten- 
tion to an erroneous impression, which he had reason to be- 
lieve prevails to a considerable extent, namely : 

That the power to remove a commissioned officer is vested in 
the Commander-in-Chief. 

He quoted the following decision on this point: 

The commissioned officers of the militia shall becommissioned 
by the Governor ; and vo commissioned officer shall be removed 
irom office, unless by the Senate, on the recommendation of the 
Governor, stating the grounds on which such removal is recom- 
—— or by the decision of a Court-martial pursuant to 

aw. 

It was held, however, in the case of the People ex rel Weeks 
vs. Ewen, 17 How., Pr. 375, that the act giving to the Governor as 
Commander in-Chief, the power to lidat ies and 
regiments, does not iniringe this section. 

He further considered the question as to who may call out 
the militia, the liability of members, written orders, liabili- 
ties for;acts of subordinates, the determination of the ne- 
cessity for a call on troops, and oa these subjects, giving 
similar advice to that contained in the paper of Judge Ad-= 
vocate Parker of Massachusetts, recently published in the 
JournnaL. Proceeding to duty without the State, he said: 

I think it is apparent that the State Executive is not author- 
ized by law to order the State militia beyond the border of the 
State, even if solicited by a sister State in trouble. Such @ re- 
quisition must be made upon the President of the United States, 
— by him communicated to the proper authority in this 

tate. 

In answer to a question by a distinguished Volunteer 
officer, present at the meeting, as to what an officer should 
do in the following emergency : 

He is stationed with bis command on, or near, the boundary 
line of the State where trouble is threatened. Just across the 
line, in Pennsylvania, for instance, a town is menaced in the 
riot, or is actually in possession of amob. The proper authori- 
ties of the town across the bordercall upon him for assistance. 
What must he do ? 

The conclusion is that in this case the officer 

Should obey the dicates of common humanity and take his 
command totherescue. If any of the troups had conscientious 
scruples about leaving the State withuut orders from tue Presi- 
dent, he should call for valunteers. 

And in connection with this quoted the well-known action 
of the gallant Steedman at Chickamauga, who, although he 
acted without orders, yet was never put before a court- 
martial. 

A number of general suggestions concluded his able paper. 








SUPERNUMERARY OFFICERS. 


A correspondent sends us the following conundrum: 
“What credit is it for an officer who has served from ten to 
twenty years incommission to be rendered supernumerary, 
when a man who has not been in the Nut. Guard five years, 
and leas than one year in commission, has the same honor 
conferred upon him, who, if report is true, should have been 
dismissed ?” 

We p:esume our correspondent refers to the case of the 
late adjutant of the —— Regiment, whose placing on the 
supernumerary list bas created considerable surprise and in- 
dignation in National Guard circles, We must confess that 
the action of the Albauy authorities in this matter is a puz- 
zle, especially in the face of the fact that the very privilege 
granted this individual, who has only bad a mushroom ex- 
istence as a National Guard officer, has been refused in nu- 
merous cases to officers with well grounded claims, on the 
plea that the law requires them to hold commissions for ten 
years before they are entitled to be rendered supernumerary, 
In fact, so far as we can learn, a court-martial, instead of 
the honor of a superuumerary officer, would have been a 
proper reward in this case, and the person only escaped 
through the erroneous action of Col. Unbekant in bringing 
a military matter before a civil court. We should like to 
hear a Albany people’s answer to the conuudrum pro- 
posed. 


THE PROPOSED NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


The officers of the 2nd Michigan regiment have passed resolue 
tious in regard to a national encampment as follows:

Twatrra New Yorx—Ool. James H. Jones.—The second 
series of battalion drills were opened on Monday, the 23th, 
with Cos, A, H, K, and G, of twelve files front each, and 
Col. Jones as instructor. The inevitable march in column 
of fours opened the dril!, followed by a ployment into close 
colamn ‘‘to the right,” and then from a second column of 
fours on the march, left in front, into close column on Ist 
division right in front. This movement, though extremely 
simple on paper, sorely bothered the two division command- 
ers, The column of companies formed ‘to the right,” was 
broken into fours by fourth company, fours left, column 
left, and then column right. From this column on the 
march close column on ist Division right in front was 
ordered, but instead of wheeling to the left, haltiug and 
dressing, the commandant of the Ist division wheeled by 
fours towards the side of the file closers, and advanced com- 
pany dis'auce before halting. The 2d division commander 
was nonplussed by the action of the Ist division, and on the 
principle that ‘he who hesitate is lost” this captain, instead 
of breaking to the right and then to the left, continued to 
march straight forward, and by wheeling tewards the sido of 
the file closers, completed the movement. This mancuvre 
was repeated with the same resuit, the senior captain again 
wheeling the fours towards the side of the file closers, and it 
was not uvtila full explanation had been given that the 
movement was properly executed. The battalion was then 
marched with the left company in front, but as the file 
closers had not becn changed, the rear company remained 
the right of the line, and from this column of fours, close 
column on Ist division left in front was promptly and cor- 
rectly furmed, the errors of the previous movements and 
the full instructions of the colonel assuring the captains as 
to the proper manner of wheeling into line under these cir- 
cumstances, This is the first time we have seen movements 
of this description attempted by the National Guard, who 
usually labor in the rut of executing ployments right in 
front, and officers who are accustomed to march right or left 
in front, when they find themselves actually marching with 
the designations of the companies changed and the rear 
company at the head of the column, yet with the right still 
in front, invariably get puzzled. An advance in line was 
followed by fours right and close column on Ist division left 
in front, both performed with promptness and without error, 
These close columu formations by division and company, 
with corresponding deployments, were rapidly executed for 
the next half hour, and but for slow dressing and poor dis- 
tances, were as good as could be expected from a 
regiment compelled to drill in a very limited space. 
It seems that the non commissioned officers of the 12th read 
the JouRNAL’s criticisms with advantage, for with but one ex- 
ception (the left guide of the fourth company) the guides 
were prompt and correct, while the slouckiness of sergeants, 
with ove exception, had completely disappeared. If these 
file closers could see themselves as othors see them and note 
the improvement in their appearance on this occasion, there 
would be little reason to score them for neglect of duty in 
future. After a short rest, Major Riker assumed command, 
exercising it first in the manual of arms, and then in bat- 
talion maneuvres, all by company. This was his first effort, 
and we can certainly compliment him on the manner in 
which he handled the battalion. A few breaks occurred, 
but these will not be repeated as soon as he puts himself en 
rapport with the men, and gets them sccustomed to his 
commands, in which he will succeed with a little practice. 
The loadings and firings will then be executed in a fair 
mauner, and here again we can praise the file closers, for 
there wasa total absence of that eternal gabble, gabble, 
which we spoke of durivg the first drill of this wing. Al- 
though prompt in correcting faults, their work was 
done quietly, and effectively. Colonel Jones then resumed 
the drill, ploying the battalion into close column of compa- 
nies right in front and deploying on first company faced to 
the rear, a mancuvre exceedingly well executed, and 
though the captain of the fourth company failed to halt be- 
fore wheeling about by fours, the error would only be ob- 
served by acritic, A change of direction by the right flank 
was made from column of divisions, and then line was 
formed from column of fuurs by fours left rear companies 
left front into line, this movement being marred by the 
fourth company execuling the front into line without chang- 
ing direction, so that when they reached the line they were 
completely masked by the third company, and had to gain 
— to the left to find their proper position, A repeti- 

ion was correct. Step was well preserved in fours and by 
companier, while in the marchings by the flank of compa- 
niea and divisions good distances were maintained, and cap- 
tains were prompt in giving commands on all occasions. 

The whole drill showed improvement over that of January 
15. The left wing took their turn on January 31, of which

practice. The posting of sentries and the manner in which 
they walked their posts were very creditable, but the rendi- 
tion of conrtesies needs looking after. The progress made 
by this company reflects creditably on the commander as 
well as on the subordinates. The substituting of a member 
of the guard who had an oily musket by a supernumerary 
was proper, and showed that the purposes for which super- 
numeraries are marched on guard mount are understood.

with the law, which requires them to wear the ‘‘dress of an 
American citizen” at the levees, balis, and banqnets of effete 

Let the investigation be 
had, by all means, and Jet the mini ters be immediately recalled 
who have transgressed the law. Still, it will first be necessary 
that the Supreme Court of thé United States shall construe 
the law. for it is not quite settled what the dress of an Amer- 
jean citizen really is. It is the plain duty of Congress to 
settle by a resolution the proper dress of an American citizen 
and to annex to the resolve a plate which will illustrate it. 

To aid Congress in this important matter, it is Life's plea- 
gure an 1 duty to give a few plates of American costumes : 

Plate I.—The American Slalesman,—Stove-pipe hat of the 
vintage of 1867, brushed the wrong way; long, double-breast- 
ed frock coat of shiny broadcloth (this must be covered with 
grease spots and innocent of a whisk-broom); low-cut vest 
and pants of same material; soiled shirt dribbled with to- 
bacco juice; brass collar-stud in lieu of necktie*; paste 
breastpin; cowhide boots. (This costume may be, and com- 
monly is, worn on all occasions, and it may be slept in, boots 
and all, if desired.) 

Plate IIl.—The Horney-Handed Farmer.—Blue overalls ; 
cow-hide boots which sing of the barn; old coat, bottle green; 
very bad hat; hair to be worn longand zhaggy, and sprinkled 
with hay seed. (Picturesque and national.) 

Plae Ill.—The Hibernio-American.—Same as Plate 1, 
with the addition of a broad, green sash across the belt and 
a green rosette with a gold harp across it in the left button- 
hole. (To be worn by,the Minister to the Court of St. 
James. ) ’ 

Piaie IV.—The Drummer,.—tLinen duster, fur collar, lav- 
ender pants; checked vest. (All to be scented with the odor 
of bad cigars. ) 

Plute V.—The Dr. Mary Walker.—Description unnecessary 
andimproper. As thore are many million American citizens 
of all sizes, tastes, colors, and previous condition of servi 
tude, one might give many more plates. It will be a com- 
fort when Congress decides what the costume of an American 
citizen really should be.

A HAYTIAN NAVAL ENGAGEMENT. 


Thestesmer Lessalines, formerly the Ethel, built by Messrs. 
Nesfie and Levy, of this city for a peaceful fruiter, ana by 
them sold to the Haytian government as a war ship, has, 
after a series of eventful cruises, succeeded in capturing the 
rebel steamer La Patrie and towing her under the guns of 
Fort Alexander at Port-au Prince. The revolted ports of the 
island have all been occupied by the government troops, the 
supplies of the insurgents in those places cut off by the vigi- 
lant blockade kept up by the commander of the Lessalines 
—Commander Cooper, of the Dessalines, and his officers are 
all Americans and from Philadelphia, except Comdr. Mason 
8. Cooper, son of Rear-Admiral G. H. Cooper, U. 8. N.—the 
ship having been equipped and officered here by the Hon. 
A. H, Lennox, Haytian Consul at this port. Commander 
Cooper, of the Dessalnes, made three attempts at capturing 
the La Patrie, the first resulting in the escape of the rebel 
under cover of the night. In the second attack the fire of 
the La Patrie was so deadly and destructive that the crew 
of the Vessalines were driven from the deck, in spite of her 
commander's efforts to keep them at their guns, he himself 
being injured. ‘The escape of the Vessalines with only Com- 
marder Cooper, and Thompson, the gunner, was but little 
short of a miracle, but with her commander at the wheel 
and the tall Swede at one of the guns, which he fired as fast 
as he was able, the Dessalines made her escape from her 
antagonist, but before escaping her shell made havoc on the 
rebel La Patrie. She had a crew of 500 men aboard, and 
was & large steamship, while the little Dessalines was at the 
best @ light built wooden craft with acrew of green hands 
shipped at Port-au-Prince, who had been aboard only a few 
days. The Dessalines, in pursuit of her old enemy, ran her 
into he harbor of Jacamel, where the /a Patrie lav in ap- 


mander of the Dessalines was not dismayed by the hopeless 


into the harbor of Jacamel,’glided quietly alongside his late 

antagonist, and before they had time to fire a shot he called 

‘‘Away boarders,” and sword in hand > upon her deck, 

followed by his crew. Taken wholly by surprise many of 

the rebel crew leaped into the water, and the reat surrendered 

after a desperate resistance. The cable was slipped and the 
La Fatrie towed out to sea beneath the guns of the now 

awakened batteries on the shore. The Dessalines is pretty 

well perforated with musket balls, which goes to prove she 
has done some hard work. Commander Cooper on his ar- 
rival at Port-au-Prince with his prize in tow was greeted 
with great enthusiasm by the immense populace, the house- 
tops, wharves and all along the river were crowded by the 
populace, who gave vent to their joy with loud vivas. The 
President of the Republic greeted the young commander 
with open arms and in reward for his intrepid services gave 
him the La Patrie and four schooners and cargo which he had 
captured as prize, the amount about $25,000 invalue. This 
exploit and the consequent fall of the forts of Jeremie, Jaca- 
mel and Maragoane brings the Haytian revolt to an end after 
years of fighting. The officers of the gallant little Dessalines 
are Commander, Mason 8. Cooper; Geo. Wilson, Chief 
Engineer; Owen Raney, 1st Asst. Engineer; Geo. Phillips, 
2d Asst. Engiueer, and Jacob Thompson, Gunner. 








From statistics just compiled, it appears that at the begin- 
ning of the present century New York had a popniation less 
than 60,000. London at that time had a population of 864,- 
000. London has now a population of about 4.000.000, while 
New York, within its corporate limits, has 1,500,000. But it 
is po‘nted out that an enormous number of persons transact 
their business in New York and depend upon it for their in- 
comes, their society, their amusement, and their literature, 
but nevertheless reside away from it. These psople are cal- 
culated at nearly 1,000,000. It is claimed that the suburban 
population of New York has not been estimated at nearly its 
true value, The influence of the metropolis upon the coun- 
try within a radius of 20 or 25 miles is marked and peculiar. 
There are 100 hamlets lying within an hour's reach of the 
City-hall, which derive their life from the metropolis. Brook- 
lyn, Jersey City, and Williamsburg largely live in the com- 
mon centre. The stream of wealth flows nightly over into 
Long Island, Staten Island, and Jersey, and pours its affluent 
waves along the Hackensack and Passaic into Hndson. Its 
vital currents are felt as far north as Cornwall and Sing 
Sing, as far east as Babylon, as far south as the Raritan, as 
far west as Passaic. The enormous growth of this city, 
therefore, during the nineteenth century cannot fully be 
realised. The imports have been increased from £5 600,000 
to £76,000,000. Nearly 6,000,000 of immigrants have landed 
since 1847, when the Board of Emigration was established. 
The city receives every year 800,000 cattle, 1,500,000 sheep, 
and 2.000,000 hogs; and the sum total of produce per an- 
pum which enters New York reaches £70,000,000. Yet, the 
Times remarks, as recently as 1790, the first sidewalk of the 
city was laid, the inhabitants before that time having to pick 
their way over planks and bricks,

Frenca doctors assert that horses are liable to typhoid 
fever; that they suffer very much as men do, and are cured 
by a similar treatment. The chief difference is that with 
horses the disease is infectious—it is so also with donkeys— 
but itis not with men. The period when they are most 
liable to typhoid is when they have attained their full 
growth, and country horses are especially liable to it the 
first winter they spend in town. The symptoms are painful- 
ly identical—loss of strength and appetite, listlessness, pros- 
tration, and bleeding of the nose. Sometimes the horses 
get nearly bald before they recover. Then there are the 
same complications of lung and larynx. 


Tuene was a trial in England recently of anew gun fof 
communicating with wrecked vessels, the invention or 
Messrs. Low and Dunn, Engineers, Dundee. The gun is two 
feet long, with a bore two and a half inches, andit is so 
conetructed that the line which is to be fired from it passes 
through the back end of the gua. In the experiments made 
recently the line was shot four hundred yards with two 
ounces of powder, which would have sent it farther had the 
line used on the occasion been longer. The cord is coiled in 
the form of acop and put inside of a steel canister. This 
canister is fired out of the gun, and leaves the line streaming 
behind it. ‘The distance to be covered ia simply « question 
of sizeof gun and canister. The twine used in the experi- 
ment was made of flax, and carried two hundred pounds 
dead weight with a length of six feet of twine.

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A REPoRT emanating from the office of the French Minis- 
ter of the Navy, showing the mortality in the marine infantry 
compared with the mortality ia the army, gives the follow- 
ing results :—In France and in the mortality in the 
army is 8.65 per 1,000; in the ne infantry the mortality 
in France is 18.9 per 1,000, at Martinique 32.2 and at Guade- 
lope 34 5 per 1,000 ; at Senegal 140.6 per 1,000; at Réunion 
Island 20.9 and at New Caledonia 28.1; at Cochin-Obina 97 
per 1,000. These Sgures give the average of eight years 
from 1873 to 1880 inclusive: they were obtained in compar- 
ing the total of the effective list with that of the deaths, and 
in comprising among the latter the deaths in the hospitals of 
France of those who were sent home sick. The general aver- 
age of mortality in the marine infantry is, according to these 
figures, 707 per 1,000. Among the officers alone, while the 
mortelity in the army is 6.81 per 1,000, in the marine infantry 
it 1s 99 per 1,000. 


EnGuisu naval lieutenants are encouraged by a report that 
the Lords of the Admiralty recognizing the necessity of 
doing something for the large number of officors on the 
lieutenants’ list who, owing to the great dearth of promotion, 
bave mapy of them been kept for fifteen or sixteen years in 
the same rank and on the same rate of pay—viz., 10s. per 
day, with the usual allowances for command and special 
duties—propose to give naval lieutenants of twelve years’ 
standing the rank of lieut t der, with an increase 
of 2s. per day to their pay. 


In the launching of H. M. 8. Impérieuse at Portsmouth, 
electrical arrangements, under the direction of Mr. H. Lane, 
played sn important part. By pushing an electrical button,

It 
is difficult for our cruisers to stop this traffic, which is again 
on the increase. Indeed, I learn on the best authority that 
the slaves in large numbers are actually transported in 
steamers, some of them flying the British flag. It is done 
this wise: A merchant takes passage for himself and three 
or four wives, who, with their attendants, male and female, 
make up a goodly number. These ignorant creatures, too 
ignorant to claim their liberty, are really slaves on their way 
to market, and when they are of the “* merchant 
returns, to bring over another family in a similar manner. 
Even from India there is too much reason to believe that 
kidnap girls and boys are often thus carried to Persia 
and Minor. 

Tux London Times reports that “ snother iron-clad cor- 
vette, built for the Chinese Government, has recently been 
launchéd at Kiel, though with less pomp and circumstance 
than attended the baptism of its sister vessels at Stettin. 
The new war sbip, which is the second of the kind that has 
been built at Kiel, rejoices in the name of the Nan Shuin, or 
‘ ing of the South,’ as its twin sister from the same 
stocks is called the Nan Thin, or ‘Ornament of the South.’ 
Its water-line length is 77 metres (total ditto being 84), its 
greatest breadth 11.5 metres, depth of hold 7.125, displace- 
ment 2,200 tons, and draught 5.5 metres. The ship in all ite 
parts bas been made of German steel, according to the rules 
of the German Lloyd's, rigged as a bark, aud armed with 
two Armstrong = of 21 centimetre and eight of 12 centi- 
metre calibre. It is also provided with several mitrailleuses 
to ward off torpedo-boats, while on deck it carries eight 
boats, including one torpedo-boat and two launches driven 
by two horizontal compound engines. It has an indicated 
horse-power of 2,400, and is expected to make from 14}¢ to 
15 knots. Both the ‘ Blessing’ and the ‘Ornament’ of the 
South must be completely ready before the middle of March.” 

By the authority of the Field-Marshal Oommanding-in- 
Chief an executive committee has been formed in England, 
with General Higginson as president, to superintend military 
tournaments. Her Majesty has given her patronage to the 
institution, and a set of rules has been drawn up, in which it 
is stated that the institution now to be known as the Royal 
Military Tournament will have as its principal object “the 
encouragement and development of skill iu arms of all ranks 
of her Majesty's regular and auxiliary forces,” and the sur- 
plus profits, by anotber rule, are placed at the disposal of 
the Commander-in-Chief for application to apy military 
charity or charities to be selected by his Royal Highness as 
the recipients.
